To keep the 
columns supplied as they advanced they would be 
accompanied by 113 two wheeled carts, 612 wagons and 
7,626 commissariat oxen, horses and mules, while several 
hundred additional wagons transported stores to the 
borders. All this had been accomplished within the five 
months since his arrival. There had been no help from the 
war office in England except for the last minute arrival of 
two additional battalions of infantry. 


KNOW YOUR ENEMY 


Chelmsford had lost no time while he was studying Natal’s 
resources and sailing and surveying the coast of Zulu land. 
Chelmsford set H. Bernard Fynney to work gathering a 
detailed report of the Zulu Army. He soon produced a paper 
packed with details of how the Zulu forces were raised, 
armed, drilled, officered, organised, fed, doctored, marched, 
tactics and strategy plus a complete list of the Zulu 
regiments; who had raised it, the 
name of the commanding inDuna, 
the headquarters, the uniform, a 
close estimate of the numbers of 
combatants and their average age. 
Chelmsford was impressed; he 
included the best map he could 
acquire of Zulu land and had it 
published in Pietermaritsburg as a 
booklet and issued it to each one of 
his company commanders. 


ATTACK: THE BEST 
DEFENCE 


Chelmsford had decided that 
Natals only defence against the 
Zulus was to invade. He knew that 
his first blow had to be a big one. 
He saw correctly that the only 
effective way of forcing a victory 
was in smashing the Zulu Army

and capturing Cetshwayo. It would 
solve nothing if he just took a heavy 
column to Ulundi (Zulu Capital) and 
occupying it and the Royal Kraal. If 
his column was too massive, the 
Zulus would not attack. Instead they 
could attack the undefended farms of 
Natal and just harass his forces until 
they retired. He therefore decided to 
attack Zulu land with three columns; 
entering Zululand from the three 
main crossings and directed straight 
at Ulundi. The first column would 
cross the Tugela river at the lower 
drift and head north through Eshowe. 
The second would move north east 












south east around the head waters of the Blood River. A fourth 
column would be kept in reserve at the middle drift of the 
Tugela, below Kranz Kop. It would guard the most direct 
route from Ulundi to Pietermaritzburg against the danger of 
a Zulu counter invasion and it could be later committed as 
events dictated. Colonel Rowlands force located in the 
Transvaal would form a reserve fifth column if it became 
necessary. Chelmsford was convinced that the main Zulu 
force would attack one of the three columns which is precisely 
what he wanted them to do. As the three pronged attack 
converged on Ulundi from three sides there would be an ever 
decreasing danger of an impi slipping through and devastating 
Natal. The concept was a good one, as it met as adequately 
as possible the twin objectives of defeating the Zulus and 
defending Natal. 


THEY TRUSTED IN THE ARM OF FLESH 


Every Englishman had an implicit faith in the steady 
aimed fire of the disciplined British Army. They 
were the heart of any campaign and Chelmsford 
had eight battalions; both battalions of the 24th 
Regiment, and the 90th Regiment, the single 
battalion of the 99th Regiment and the odd 
battalions of the 3rd the 4th and the 13 th 
Regiment. The single battalion of the 80th 
regiment was in reserve with Colonel Rowlands. 


COULD YOU TAKE THE 
DISCIPLINE? 


Each of these Imperial battalions had companies 
lettered A to H of ninety to a hundred men apiece. 
Most of the senior officers were veterans of the 
Crimea and the Indian Sepoy rebellion .The 
junior officers and the men had seen action at 
Peking and the Taku Forts in Abyssinia and New 
Zealand, in Burma and on a score of forgotten 
Indian battlefields. Five of the battalions had 
fought in the Ninth Kaffir war. These were the 
redcoats, the most professional infantry in the 
world. They earned a shilling a day, but with 
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Sergeant Major Watzizname welcoming some new recruits. 


stoppages for rations and cleaning gear and lost items of kit 
were lucky if they netted a penny, 


NO CONVICT CONSCRIPTION 


The Army had made major advancements in organisation 
since the Crimea. It no longer recruited from the jails but 
most of the men were barely literate, amenities were 
primitive, and the choice of a career in the ranks was a last 
resort. Unemployment and cold weather were the best aids 
to recruitment and the army still used the cat of nine tails 
and mild torture for the enforcement of discipline. Of 
course the rope was for mutiny and the firing squad for 
cowardice in the face of the enemy but serious crime in the 
army was almost unheard of. 


The men existed in a small world of their battalions with litile 
contact with the civilian world that they were taught to 
disdain. Their business was fighting and they were very 
good at it. Even the raw recruits that had only come out in 
transports a year before were now veterans. 


A POUND OF SALT BEEF 


They had fought in the Pirie bush and had slept in the open 
for a year, either in the big eighteen man bell tents which 
spread the men out like the spokes of a wheel or more often 
than not wrapped in a greatcoat or a blanket under the rain 
or the stars. Most of them were bearded or had a mustache, 
they were lean and hard, tanned and in fine fettle. The 
country was relatively healthy. They regarded themselves 
as well fed. The rations were based ona pound of salt beef 
and a pound of bread per day but an enlightened attitude to 
diet had led quartermasters to supplement with variations 
of tea, coffee, preserved potatoes, rice and whatever fresh 
vegetables the country might provide. Salt beef and pork 
came in barrels but a battalion on the move drove slaughter 
beasts with it and killed what it needed. Field bakery 
wagons accompanied the troops but usually stayed in the 
main camps. 








HARD TACK BISCUITS 


On the march, the men were issued with hard tack 
.4 biscuits. A part of the ration was halfa gill ofrum 
a day for the men and the officers drank large 
quantities of porter (dark beer). The standard 
drink in Natal was gin. It came in rectangular 
bottles and was known as “square face. ” The 
Zulus called it, “The Queens Tears” 


UNIFORMS: PRIMITIVE AND BASIC 


The uniforms were still impractical but they 
4] were more comfortable than had been worn by the 
British Army for 500 years. The infantry wore red 
single breasted tunics with blue trousers and 
heavy triple soled ammunition boots with steel 
toe,steel heel caps and thirteen steel studs, The 
soldier had to replace the steel as it wore out and 
in that way the leather did not wear at all. Each 
regiment had its own badges, buckles and 
buttons. 


IT KEPT THE RAIN OFF YOUR NECK 


‘The universal head gear for Africa was the light 
cork sun helmet. It was good protection from the 
sun and kept the rain from dripping down the back of the 
collar but the low fixed brim restricted high vision and the 
drooping nape made it difficult to fire from the prone (lying 
down) position. The men did not have spare uniforms and 
during a campaign they wore the same one patched and 
ragged, sometimes in ribbons, mass replacements were 
issued only when nudity threatened. 
A WATER BOTTLE AND SEVENTY ROUNDS 

Packs and ammunition pouches had been modernised in 
1868. But when they included spare boots, knapsack, mess 
tins, water bottle, greatcoat, blanket, full ammunition 
pouches and rations, as well as the rifle, it added up to 120 
pounds. This was often reduced by the men keeping two 
days of rations, rifle and seventy rounds of ammunition on 
them. The rest of their equipment was transported in the 
baggage wagons. 

NO AUTOS FOR THESE BOYS 

The British Army was equipped with an excellent single 
shot breech loading rifle, the model 1871 Martini-Henry.

Ammunition known as Boxer cased, 450/577 
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Henry Peabody, an American, invented the action in 1862. 

The Union forces would not buy his patent so he sold it toa 
Swiss gunsmith, named Friedrich Von Martini, who 
improved it by replacing the external hammer with an internal 
one. Von Martini sold the patent to the British Government 
who combined it with a polygon styled rifling system 
invented by Alexander Henry. This rifle was simple and tough 
and was accurate up to a 1000 yards. Battalions generally 
opened fire against massed targets at 600 to 800 yards and 
even an average shot could hit a man sized target at 400 yards. 
The soft lead slug deformed easily when it hit a body and 
incapacitated every human who received a hit in the body. It 
was literally a man stopper. When the slow moving slug hit 
in the chest area there was a distinctive sound, “bop” or 
“wop,” like a ball hitting the cricket bat. The rifle had a 
healthy kick especially if the bore became fouled and 
pressures raised. Bruised shoulders and nose bleeds were 
common. Prolonged firing made the barrels too hot to touch 
and burnt the hands if the “lunger” (bayonet) had to be used, 
which was more often than not. The old soldiers taught the 
rookies how to sew wet cowhide over the barrel so that it 
shrunk into a tight light weight barrel cover cutting a hole for 
the rear sight. 


THEY KEPT THEIR POWDER DRY 


Their cartridges came in paper packets of ten rounds, Each 
man carried four of these in the pouches on his belt and 
ten loose rounds in a small canvas pouch as well as two 
additional packets in his knapsack. Very few battles ever 
called for the expenditure of seventy rounds or even fifty. 
Additional ammunition always accompanied the troops. 
Sturdy wooden boxes held 600 rounds. They were two feet 
long, seven inches wide and nine inches deep. They 
weighed eighty pounds and had rope handles on either end. 
The lids were held down by two strong copper bands and 
secured by nine screws. A battalion on the march carried a 
regimental reserve of almost fifty of these boxes packed 
into two special wagons. Enough to provide thirty extra 
rounds for each man. Enough boxes to provide a field 
reserve of 480 rounds for every man moved with the supply 
train from main camp to main camp. 


A WONDERFUL 
BROTHERHOOD 


The regimental history of the} 
British Army is unique and is used 
to build an esprit de corps that no 
other organisation in the world can 
compare. The devotion is never for 
the sake of the Crown, Empire, 
Commonwealth, or even your 
mates, its always for the sake of the 
regiment. The men never failed to 
prove they had devotion to the 
regiment. That is why the badges, 
buttons, facings, regimental 
marches, nicknames and bawdy songs, are all part of the 
regimental tradition. 
























BROTHERLY LOVE ? 


As in the Zulu army, some units were best not quartered 
close together. The Ist Battalion of the 24th Regiment 
were not on speaking terms with the second Battalion . 
Regimental feuds have lasted hundreds of years and other 
regiments were traditional friends as they had fought 
together in some ancient obscure battle or campaign. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF THE COLOURS 


The heart and soul of British regimental tradition lies in 
the colours; two gold fringed silken standards (flags). A 
Union Jack charged with the sovereign’s colours and 
crown and the regimental title. A regimental colour 
matched the colour of the facings and bore the regimental 
crest and the lists of battle honours. They had originally 
served to rally disorganised units in the shock of battle and 
were being taken on active campaign in the Zulu war of 
1879 for the last time. They were carried cased on the 
march and only displayed on guest nights at the officers 
mess or trooping of the colour ceremonies to show it to the 
men so they knew where to rally.. 


The loss of a colour was similar to the loss of an eagle to 
the Roman Legions . It was such a disgrace, that any officer 
or man of the ranks would , without hesitation , throw their 
life away to save them, To save a piece of material , as 
Rudyard Kipling described , “as something looking like the 
lining of a brick layers hat on a chewed toothpick.” As they 
sometimes spent forty or fifty years on battlefields they were 
often chopped to ribbons and bullet ridden. When they were 
retired they went to hang in some regimental chapel and are 
still there. 


THE BATTLE GROUND 


Ulundi lay less than 75 miles from the three invasion 
points. While the country was rolling and teemed with 
small rivers it was generally open. A mounted man could 
reach Ulundi from the Tugela River in a days hard ride, A 
Zulu Impi could do it in two days and a Boer commando 
could do it in two days. Unopposed, a British Infantry 
Battalion would take at least a fortnight to get there and

back. With no roads, Chelmsford would have to feel his 
way , finding the best route for the wagons, moving from 


camp to camp, continually probing for the main Zulu 
force. He knew he would have to fight skirmishes as well 
as several pitched battles. He estimated it would take six 
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weeks at the best and allowed for two months with his 
supply requirements. 


THE LOGISTICS OF IT ALL 


With what the men carried in their packs, a British Battalion 
with access to water could survive two or three days and fight 
a battle but it would then be helpless. The light camping 
equipment for a battalion weighed nine tons, the regimental 
reserve of ammunition weighed two tons and the ninety tents 
alone weighed four tons when dry and five tons when wet... 
Each battalion consumed well over a ton of foodstuffs every 
day, not to mention a ton and a half of firewood a day which 
‘was very scarce on the open veldt. In rough figures, 
Chelmsford had to move 1500 tons of equipment, ammunition 
and rations as far as Ulundi to keep his four columns supplied 
for just six weeks. To top it off, unable to graze, the wagon 
transport would have to carry its own fodder. A mule or ox 
team would consume in a week all it could take with it in a 
wagon. Even for a column of 4,000, it would have to halt at 
each camp to allow for the transports to build up a reserve by 
continual trips to the Natal border before they could move on 
to the next position. The deeper the columns penetrated into 
Zulu land the longer the lines of communication would grow. 
The ever increasing demand for wagons 
and military escorts would draw men from 
his main force. Chelmsford prayed for an 
early and decisive battle. 


Every military commander operating in 
primitive countries faced the same set of 
circumstances and it had been solved in one 
fashion or another since time began, but it 
didn’t make it any easier. 








COLUMNS TAKE SHAPE 


By early January the columns were 
taking shape, the 24th Regiment marched 
out of Pietermaritsburg, colours flying 
and the band playing, “I’m Leaving Thee 
In Sorrow Annie,” a tune to which many 
a Confederate Regiment had marched off, 
to the American Civil War. When the 
band rested, the men sang, “We’re Here 
Because We’re Here.” The song was a 
sarcastic jibe at pointing out to their 
officers and anyone who could hear, that 
they nor anyone else on the spot knew 
why they were here. 


SOUND THE BUGLE 


Reveille at Rorke’s Drift sounded at 2am 
onthe morning of Saturday, January 11th, 
1879. At 4.30 am, Lieutenant Colonel Harness took his six 
guns to a small knoll to cover the first crossing of the 24th 
Regiment in two punts. As luck would have it, when he 
got there he couldn’t see the crossing sight at all. 
Chelmsford was eager to get some weight across the river 
as soon as possible. Lieutenant Harford, scouting a few 
hundred yards up steam found a second drift which looked 
safe for a crossing. Chelmsford directed Major John Cecil

Russell to take the cavalry and Coopers 2nd Battalion of 
the 3rd Regiment, Natal Native Contingent, to the new 
crossing. Hamilton -Browne’s 1st Regiment and the Natal 
Mounted Police crossed near the punts. 


A REPORTER TAGGED ALONG 


Cooper’s Natal Kaffirs had brought their own Witch 
Doctor and he felt that an invasion of the ancestral home 
called for a speech so the battalion squatted on its haunches 
while he launched into a tirade, reiterating the history of the 
Zulu Nation. Meanwhile the first man of the column to 
plant his feet on dry land on the other side, was Charles 
Norris-Newman, an ex - British Army officer, now acting 
as correspondent for the London “Standard”. His 
nickname was “Noggs” and he had attached himself to 
Lonsdale’s staff with the Native Natal Contingent and he 
proudly wore the badge of their uniform, a red rag twisted 
around the head. As he was an officer and a gentleman he 
put it around his sun helmet. 


SHOULD YOU COUNT THE TROOPS? 


The water in the drifts was neck deep and the currents 
strong. The men of the NNC locked arms and rushed the 
river. The force of those behind sustained those who lost 
their footing. Cooper’s battalion 
crossed without loss but some of 
Hamilton-Browne’s Natal 
Kaffirs were washed away and 
drowned. He didn’t know how 
many, as no one had bothered to 
count his men anyway. 
Chelmsford had picked Isipezi 
Hill, 22 miles into Zulu land as the 
site of his first fortified camps he 
intended to establish on the road to 
Ulundi. It would take several days 
before they could leave the new 
camp on the Zulu side of Rorke’s 
Drift. As the track to Ulundi no 
sooner crossed the first ridge then 
it descended into the valley of the 
Bashee River and the marshlands 
where the wagons would bottom 
out in the mud. A corduroy surface 
had to be built on a solid road bed 
before he could progress with his 
wagons. Before Lieutenant 
MacDowel with four of his men 
and the Natal Native Pioneers 
Corps could start the job, the camp 
of Sihayo’s sons and retainers, 
which overlooked the gorge, had to 
be captured. As Chelmsford considered Sihayo, one of the 
causes for the war, he decided to capture his cattle and burn 
his kraal. 


GOOD PLACE FOR AN AMBUSH 


Hamilton-Browne’s 1st Battalion NNC was to lead the 
attack the next day. Sunday the 12th of January, four 
companies of the 1st /24th (Warwickshire, later the South 
Wales Borderers) were to back him. As the troops 
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” The Zulu heartland where ‘all the battles took place. 


approached the gorge, the herder drove the cattle into the 
entrance and gave the alarm. The way out of the gorge was 
choked with boulders and forty or fifty Zulus with rifles 
were posted behind the rocks and crevices high on each 
side of the ravine. They opened fire on the advancing 
troops. Glyn sent a few companies out to flank the positions 
and made the NNC form a line , then placed the companies 
of the 24th behind them and ordered Hamilton-Browne to 
attack. 


COMMANDER LACKED CONFIDENCE IN 
MOST OF HIS MEN 

Hamilton-Browne had no confidence in the bulk of his 
battalions but he had some three companies of defaulters 
from the Zulus, led by Mvubi, who were eager to revenge 
themselves on Sihayo’s and his son Mehlokazulu’s clan. 


A TIGHT SPOT INDEED 


The fire died down as the attackers approached the gorge 
and a Zulu voice cried out asking by whose orders they 
came. Dunscombe thundered back, “By the orders of the 
great white Queen”. He was answered by increased rifle 
fire and a cascade of heavy rolling boulders. Hamilton 
-Browne ordered his men to charge. Mvubi’s Zulus 
followed him readily but the other companies hung back 
and when their European officers started to yell and scream 
at them they turned and ran. They then found the 
companies of the British Army behind them with fixed 
bayonets and reluctantly turned to advance.. 
CASUALTIES OF WAR 

There was a short melee amongst the boulders and 
Sihayo’s retainers ran for it, leaving twenty dead behind. 
Two of Myubi’s Zulus were dead and lieutenant Purvis 





had been shot through the arm, Corporal 
Mayer behind the knee and Corporal 
Schiess had his calf ripped open by a 
lunging assegai (spear). They were joined in 
the ambulance for the trip to the hospital at 
4 Rorke’s Drift by two wounded survivors of 
Sihayo’s retainers. Chelmsford had ordered 
that they be released as soon as they had 
recovered, The flanking parties killed a 
dozen more Zulus with no loss to 
.] themselves. Sihayo’s kraal was fired and the 
cattle captured. 

Lieutenant Harford had done well in his first 
&| action. He had worried Hamilton-Browne by 
dropping to his hands and knees as the attack 
started but when the Battalion commander 
rushed to his side he found Harford intent on 
transferring a rare beetle to a small tin box. 
(The truth is more amazing than Monty 
Python) he had helped to stem the faltering 
Natal Kaffirs by kicking several of their 
N.C.O.’S out from behind the cover of some 
rocks and had spotted six Zulus firing from a 
Gy cave entrance far up the side of the gorge. He 
stripped off his revolver belt, sword, spurs and 
courier bag and grabbing a Martini- Henry 
carbine and a handful of cartridges clambered 
up after them. The Zulu in the mouth of the cave was dead 
when he arrived but one behind him thrust a muzzle-loader in 
Harford’s face and pulled the trigger. The cap snapped but 
misfired. The rest of the Zulus fled into the cave. Harford, an 
awful marksman, stood up and fired six shots at the retreating 
Zaulus but he only wounded one of them. He then threw down 
his Martini-Henry and in fluent Zulu called on the Zulus to 
surrender. Startled to be addressed in their own language they 
emerged and surrendered to Harford. 


The men started work on the road through the Bashee valley. 
On the 15 th, Lieutenant Colonel Russell led a reconnaissance 
party all the way to Isipezi hill, but encountered no Zulus. The 
track beyond the Bashee was passable with good water and 
wood at a camp site ten miles beyond Rorke’s Drift at 
Isandhlwana. Chelmsford decided to make his next 
intermediate stop at Isandhlwana. 


ON THE MARCH 


On the 20 th, Glyn’s entire column moved off for the new 
camp at Isandhlwana. On the 21st, Colonel Dunford’s well 
drilled Natal Kaffirs of the NNC and his 250 men of the Natal 
Horse moved from Rorke’s Drift to the camp that Glyn’s men 
had just quitted. This contingent contained the best native 
troops in Africa. They were all superb riders who thrust their 
big toes into rawhide thong stirrups and guided their strong 
ponies with their heels. They were armed with the 
Westly-Richards carbine , a complicated but light, 
serviceable capping breech loader developed in 1858 , called 
the “Monkey Tail” because of the long curved lever which 
unlocked the breech. Passable marksmen when dismounted 
but they sometimes held their rifles at arms length and fired 
them like pistols when mounted. 
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CHRISTIAN AUXILLARIES 


With them were the Edendale horse contingent. They were 
booted and spurred and armed with the Martini-Henry. 
They were civilised Christians and held themselves apart 
from the other native cavalry. Collectively they were all 
called, “Dunfords Basuto’s,” and had acquitted themselves 
well some years earlier in an action called, “Bushmans 
River Pass,” against a revolting native chieftain. 


WILL ROCKETS WIN THE DAY? 


With Dunford’s column was a rocket battery which 
consisted of a bombardier and eight soldiers detailed from 
the 24th regiment under brevet Major Francis Bradford 
Russell of the Royal Artillery. Hales patent rockets were 
exasperating weapons. The shells were oblong steel cases 
12 inches long and 3 inches in diameter fired by hand -lit 
fuses and fired from light metal troughs resting on flimsy 
bi-pods. The exhaust nozzles were set at an angle to spin 
stabilise the six pound rockets but they were famous for 
their inaccuracy and were incapable of hitting anything but 
large masses at short range. Their chief value was their 
psychological effect on unsophisticated opponents. They 
made a hideous shrieking 
noise in flight, emitting a 
thick trail of white smoke 
punctuated by fat yellow 
sparks. 


ADVANCE PARTY 
ARRIVES 


Major Cornelius Francis 
Clery, Glyn’s principal staff F 
officer arrived at 
Isandhlwana with _—the 
advance party and started to 
lay out the new camp. As he 
was doing this, the main force 
with the encouragement of 
their Regimental bands took 
all day and a third had still not 
reached the Isandlwana by 
night fall. The plain was a 
broad smooth saddle 
between the high southern 
end of mount Isandhlwana to the left and a large stony 
koppie to the right. It was a level rectangular plain four 
miles wide and reaching eight miles long with Isipezi hill 
on the skyline just to the north of it. The right of the plain 
was bounded by the Malakata and Inhlazatye hills. Rorke’s 
Drift and the river crossing were hidden by the Oskarberg 
range which was eight miles to the west. To the left was the 
Nqutu range which raised several hundred feet over the 
plain. This range was seamed with deep ravines and 
terminated in an escarpment that ran and gave access along 
the left side of the plain below. The largest of the ravines 
opened just beyond a large conical koppie(rocky hill) that 
rose from the plain a mile and a halfin front of Isandhlwana. 
The mountain itself lay from north to south and a broad spur 
ran from its low northern end up to the plateau 1,500 yds 
away. 
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A wide shallow donga(creek bed) through which a small 
stream trickled angled across the plain a mile away between 
Isandhlwana and the conical koppie. The open ground in front 
of the Isandhiwana mountain fell gently away to the donga 
and this is where Clery laid out the camp. 


STRATEGICALLY PLACE YOUR FORCES 


Lonsdale’s NNC took the northern end of the camp. The 
2nd/24 th Battalion followed them. Behind them came 
Harness with the artillery and the mounted units were 
followed by the Ist Battalion, 24th regiment. Chelmsford 
placed his staff tent in the centre behind the 2/24 regiment. 
Each unit placed its horse line and regimental transport 
behind its own tentage and the main wagon park was 
established behind the mounted contingents. Each unit 
dressed its tents off its neighbour and there was a straight 
column of tents 800 yards long across the eastern slopes of 
the Isandhlwana plain. 


Any threat by a charging Zulu Impi would be visible for 
fifteen or twenty minutes before it arrived. Visible from any 
direction but one and a sentry posted on the single blind 
approach could cover that. It was a very strong defensive 
position. Ifneed be the troops could form in three lines 
on the open ground in front of their tents or behind the 
regimental transport. With the precipitous cliffs of 
Isandhlwana protecting their rear. The site was 
overlooked by the Nqutu escarpment but this was no 
advantage to a foe who had no artillery. 


A MODERN GENERAL 


Chelmsford, always the efficient model of a 
sj modern Major General had issued a profusion of 
Bi field regulations at the start of the campaign 
=) covering in every detail camp and march discipline. 
The first of these being the orders for laagering the 
camps specifying how the wagons were to be used. 
if trenches were not dug and making it clear that 
every halting place was turned into a defensible 
position. However, none of the camp sites had been 
fortified as yet. A few of the officers, especially the 
colonials, who had experience in fighting the Zulus 
and had lost relations due to underestimating them 
made heavy comments about the un laagered 
camps. The danger of an attack increased every day 
but Chelmsford had considered that he needed the wagons 
to unload and go back and forth to Rorke’s Drift for 
supplies. Huge wagons that could not be backed led to 
hopeless confusion and imposed fresh burdens on the oxen 
during the hours they needed to graze and rest. The 
alternative was trenches which would have had to stretch 
over a mile and only the Native Pioneers carried a few 
shovels. The campaign orders were conveniently forgotten. 
Anyway, no one feared the result of an attack by forty 
thousand Zulus when they had nearly two battalions (900 
men each) of the British Army and they were the most 
professional soldiers in the world. Of course the Zulus had 
always felt that particular title was theirs. 
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HARD MILITARY DECISIONS 


Chelmsford was not a fool. He was aware he was taking a 
calculated risk but he knew that if he fortified each camp he 
would run out of time and supplies before he got to Ulundi. 
He compensated for this by increasing his scouting 
arrangements. He knew he couldn’t afford not to have 
adequate notice of an impending attack. 


The camp awoke 
long before dawn and 
fell in on the parade & 
areas in front of the 
tents; standing to 
arms until the sun gm 
rose. The 
Quartermasters stood 
by the Regimental 
ammunition wagons 
and mustered the 
drummer boys who 
were waiting to carry 
haversacks filled with 
the ten round paper 
packets to the ranks. 


MOUNTED 
VOLUNTEERS 


& 
Chelmsford rode 

into the new camp at 
noon on the 20th, 
and after a quick 
lunch, set out with some mounted volunteers to examine 
the ground ahead. He wanted to be reassured that a Zulu 
Tmpi was not intending to get between him and the Buffalo 
River. He searched the edge of the Nqutu Plateau and the 
Inhazatye Hills . By six thirty he was back at camp, far form 
satisfied that the Nkandhla Hills, Malakata Hills and the 
Inhazatye were not hiding a Zulu Impi. He ordered Dartnell 
to take 150 of the mounted volunteers out with a days 
rations at four thirty the following morning to search the 
Nkandhla Hills and he ordered Lonsdale to take both of 
his Battalions of the 3rd Regiment NNC through the 
Malakatas to the south of Inhlazatye until he struck the 
Mangeni River. Working upstream until he met Dartnell. 
They left before dawn on the 21st. Lonsdale taking eight 
companies from each of his two Battalions leaving two in 
the camp and Dartnell with most of the Natal Mounted 
Police and the Natal Carabineers, the Newcastle Mounted 
Rifles and the Buffalo River Border Guards. Lonsdale’s 
force flushed a few women out of the rough thorn country. 
By four in the afternoon he was out of the hills and could 
see Dartnell’s force resting on a nearby hillside on the 
Nkandhlas three miles ahead of him. He was seven miles 
from Isandhlwana. His natives, who were only fed once a 
day had received no rations since the previous lunch time; 
were exhausted. 











He sent Lieutenant Harford to confer with Dartnell and he 
came back within the hour.. Dartnell intended to stay the 
night, as he had found several hundred Zulus in the hills 
before Isipezi where the plain rose to join the far end of the 
Nqutu escarpment He had sent three officers back to 
Tsandhlwana to ask Chelmsford for a small reinforcement 
and for permission to attack in the 


Wei) The Zulus rose at once and forming two horns raced out and 


The British press were pre-occupied 
at that time with famous last stands

morning. 
Hamilton-Browne protested vigorously, pointing out that 
the Natal Kaffirs had neither food, blankets nor any 
ammunition. Their orders were to return and they could 
just make it if they left at once. Lonsdale, eager for battle, 
would not listen and ordered the force to its feet to.join 
Dartnell. Some of the officers and N.C.O.’S broke away 
and returned to camp and some of the kaffirs deserted. 
The rest settled down for a cold hungry night. Shortly 
before dark a party with pack horses with rations and 
blankets on board and arrived with orders from 

































discretion in the morning. 

This was pleasing news for Dartnell but as the light had 
began to fade he saw small parties of Zulus slipping over the 
crest of a ridge three miles to the east. The Zulus had been 
reinforced and there were now 1,500 of them. Dartnell 
pushed a mounted patrol into the valley which paused while 
a few scouts galloped to within 800 yards of a Zulu Impi. 



















tried to surround the patrol. The impi was too much for 
Dartnell’s forces so he sent a second message asking 
Chelmsford to send several companies ofhis British Infantry 
for the attack he planned in the morning. 


PLOTTING THE ZULU ROUTE 






Chelmsford had also sent Lieutenant Browne out with a 
small party of the mounted infantry to scout the approaches 
to Isipezi Hill . Chelmsford knew that if the main Zulu Impi 
was to leave Ulundi to attack the central column that it would 
stick to the main dirt track until it reached Isipezi. Its 
movements in the final stages of its approach could not be 
predicted and he could not afford for it to slip past him. The 
Zulus would hardly be so foolish to stick to the track all the 
way to the camp and then attack across eight miles of perfectly 
bare plain. They would either swing north onto the Nqutu 
Plateau or south behind the shelter of Inhlazatye and 
Malakatas. 


ENEMY ON HORSEBACK 


Either approach would bring them within two miles of the 
camp unless the scouts caught them. Chelmsford needed 
the information. When Lieutenant Browne returned to 
camp early in the afternoon he reported that he had seen 
several large parties of Zulus near the track in the vicinity 
of Isipezi hill and had exchanged shots but had not seen the 
main Impi. Chelmsford decided to reconnoitre the Nqutu 
plateau himself. Taking his staff and a small mounted 
escort he rode up the spur to the sentries on the furthest 
outpost which gave visibility over five miles away from 
the camp. Just as he was preparing to leave, a group of 14 
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made short work of retreating Zulus 
mounted Zulus rode into view. They pulled up when they 
saw the sentries and disappeared. Chelmsford descended 
from the plateau to the plain via the ravine behind the 
conical koppie and started back to the camp. 


RECONNAISSANCE IN FORCE 





Chelmsford met the officers that Dartnell had sent with 
his request for reinforcements on his way back to camp. He 
was irked by the request and turned it down. Dartnell had 
been sent on reconnaissance in force with most of the 
mounted men and he should have returned with the cavalry 
to camp before evening. The main impi had not reached 
Isipezi but the sightings of several hundred by Dartnell, 
forty or so by Browne and the fourteen he had seen 
indicated that it was close. Chelmsford wanted a battle but 
he didn’t want it with his forces spread over ten miles. If 
the track was clear he would move to Isipezi and accept the 
battle there. If the Impi arrived before he could move he 
would accept it at the strong position at Isandhlawana. 
Dartnell had over stepped his orders by staying where he 
‘was and it was too late in the day to order him to return so 
he sent out the blankets and rations on the pack horses. He 
gave Dartnell permission to attack the force opposite him 
in the morning if it proved too strong he was mobile 
enough to withdraw to the camp. Dartnell’s second 
message did not arrive until 1,30 inthe morning, reporting 
the presence of 2,000 Zulus in front of him, near the track, 
two or three miles past Isipezi hill and near the turn off to 
the Nkandhalas. This information changed the situation 
radically. Such a force could only mean that the overdue 
Impi had finally reached the vicinity of Isipezi hill. 
Sometime that afternoon, after Browne had left, Dartnell, 
with 200 cavalry and Lonsdale’s 1400 Natal kaffirs could 
not hope to oppose it and might well be wiped out if the 
Impi found them the next day. 


GENERAL TO THE RESCUE 


Chelmsford decided to march to his relief at once, arriving 

at day break with a force strong enough to beat the Impi. 
-He would have to split the central column and he made 
some quick calculations. The reinforcements for Dartnell 
would be in greater danger as he probably would meet the 
main impi in the open and not in the defensive position at 
the camp. 
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LIMITED TROOPS FOR BATTLE 


Of his British troops in camp he had five companies of the 
1st Battalion of the 24th Regiment, and seven companies of 
the 2nd Battalion/24 Regiment. Two Ist Battalion companies 
were still at Helpmakaar and one still farther back in Natal, 
“B” company of the 2nd Battalion was at Rorke’s Drift. He 
took six companies of the 2nd Battalion, leaving Lieutenant 
Pope’s “G” company. Colonel Harness had six guns in his 
battery. He could bring four and leave one section of two 
under brevet Major Stuart Smith. He left over a hundred men 
of the mounted Natal Police and 600 of the NNC that Lonsdale 
didn’t take with him. 

UP AND AT THEM BOYS 


Reveille was sounded and the men began to assemble their 
gear. Chelmsford remembered Dunford’s column, waiting at 
the last camp on the Zulu side of Rorke’s Drift. His 250 
mounted natives and 300 native infantry with the rocket 
battery would bolster the camp forces to a further degree. The 
drift would be in no immediate danger with “B” company and 
“D” company of the Ist Battalion. Leaving Helmaaker, it 
should have been there by now. Chelmsford ordered Dunford 
up to the camp and sent an officer with an order. 


The order read..... 22nd Wednesday, am.. You are to. 
march to this camp at once with all the force you have 
with you from No.2 column.. Major Bengough’s 
Battalion is to move to Rorke’s Drift as ordered 
yesterday. 2/24th Artillery and mounted men with the 
General and Colonel Glyn moved off at once to attack a 
Zulu force about ten miles distant. 

I.N.C 


Fifty wagons were due to return to Rorke’s Drift. In the 
course of the day, Chelmsford cancelled the movement to 
spare Lt. Colonel Pulleine the necessity of loosing strength 
by sending escorts. Chelmsford missed Pulleine in the early 
morning bustle. He had given his order to Crealock who 
had passed them on verbally. Pulleine was to remain in the 
camp and defend it ifhe was attacked. Lt. Colonel Pulleine 
had 600 British line troops and when Dunford arrived there 
would be over 1700 armed men in the camp. Chelmsford 
hardly had to spell it out to an officer with 24 years of 
service what to do with this force if it was attacked. 





“BATTLE EARLY AND DIE! 

The reinforcements were on the march by 3.30 AM and 
Chelmsford and his staff rode ahead to find Dartnell and 
find out what changes had occurred since his message had 
been dispatched at dusk the night before. They found him 
at 6.AM still on his ridge. The slope ahead on which the 
Zulu’s had been visible through the night was now bare 
with only a few stragglers slipping away. The long awaited 
Impi was not there. 


EXPOSED TO THE WEATHER 
Things were grim with Dartnell’s men. The blankets and 
tations had gone almost nowhere amongst the over 1000 
men and the hungry and cold men had settled down as best 
they could on the bare ground in a square with the officer 
inthe centre and each man’s arms looped through the reins 
of his saddled horse. 





moving off a mounted messenger arrived with a note signed 
by Pulleine. 


GOOD INTELLIGENCE IS A MUST 
“Staff officer- report just come in that the Zulus are 
advancing in force from left front of the camp. 8.5am” 


Chelmsford was puzzled by the message. Pulleine indicated 
no emergency and presumably would have stated so if he 
thought it was the main Impi. It therefore must have been just 
astrong advance party and it shed no light on the whereabouts 
of the main Impi.There were two reasons why Chelmsford 
was not alarmed by the message. One, the force he had left in 
the camp was quite sufficient to beat off any Zulu attack, and 
two, the news was already two hours old and it would take 
him three hours to reassemble the advanced units and march 
them back to camp, five hours in total; by which time any 
situation that was at the camp would have been resolved either 
way by then. 





Lonsdale’s Natal Kaffirs, who had not 
been fed since Monday noon, formed a 
similar square. Long after midnight a 
noise in the bush stampeded the men on 
one side of the square through their 
officers in the centre. Mvubi’s Zulus on 
the far side of the square stood fast and 
stemmed the torrent with their shields and [4g 
assegais. Hamilton -Browne, wakened & 
when his horse trampled him grabbed a § 
knobkertie and with his officers clubbed 
the terrorised natives back into a} 
semblance of their original formation. 
This happened again before day break. 


A COURAGEOUS OFFICER 

Chelmsford set out now to comb the 
area thoroughly in the hopes of finding 
the main Impi. The infantry were well 
behind and the artillery were even 
slower. As the Natal Infantry chased a 
hundred or so of the stragglers off the 
slope where they had camped the night. 
Dartnell’s cavalry had cut behind them and killed eighty 
Zulus before they could escape. Lieutenant Harford 
distinguished himself again crawling into a narrow crevice, 
killing two and capturing a third. 

By nine thirty the last Zulu was out of sight and Chelmsford 
ordered a halt for breakfast. The main Impi was certainly not 
at Isipezi Hill and over half of the column was now on the 
Mangeni River. Chelmsford had decided to site his next camp 
in the broad valley where a loop of the Mangeni provided 
water and flat ground. He now wished to order Pulleine to 
strike the camp at Isandhlwana and march to join him. He 
ordered Hamilton-Browne to return with his Native Kaffirs 
to the camp and help Pulleine with the move. 
Hamilton-Browne had the grace to refuse. Chelmsford 
proffered breakfast in front of his starving men. As he was

./| He thought of it as the main force and 
& his objective was to bring Pulleine’s 
4 force to him and not to return to the 







































f aud | his staff, Lieutenant Berkeley Milne. 
Ny P| He carried a telescope which was far 
. more powerful than any army set of 


binoculars. He was sent to a 
(neighbouring knoll from which 
Isandhlwana was visible. Milne 


climbed a tree and took his time 
gazing at the distant camp. The tents 
were only a white blur and no one 
could be individually distinguished. 
| Milne reported that it looked like the 
oxen had been moved closer to the 
camp but other than that it looked 
ormal. By noon, Chelmsfords forces 

were scattered over several hilly miles 
of country with most units out of sight of each other. 
Chelmsford had arrived at the new campsite and Harness 
with the artillery had just reached the spot where Dartnell 
had camped the night. 


By twelve thirty both Harness and Chelmsford were aware 
that the camp was under attack. 


Chelmsford was questioning a few prisoners that were taken 
in Darinell’s earlier skirmish. They claimed that the main 
Impi was due that day from Ulundi. They all heard the sound 
of cannon fire from the two guns at the camp. “There, do you 
hear that, there is fighting at the camp?". Chelmsford rode up 
the nearest slope and they levelled their binoculars. The tents 
were just visible and they could see the flashes of shells 
exploding against the face of the Nqutu escarpment. Ina short 
time the cannonade died out. Satisfied that if an attack had 
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occurred it would have been beaten 
offso he carried on down to the valley. 


PANIC TIME ARRIVES 


Harness had heard the firing but the f. 
intervening rise on the plain blocked 3 
his view of the camp. He had seen 
the shells bursting on the Nqutu 
escarpment. All was quiet again and 
he prepared to descend to the new 
camp in the valley. He turned around 
and saw a large body of natives some [J 
five miles off between himself and 
the rise that blocked his view of the’ 
camp. This was _ obviously 
Hamilton-Browne’s Battalion but 
instead of moving towards the camp it seemed to be turning 
towards him. Even as he watched, he saw an officer detach 
himself from the body and ride towards him at the gallop. 
Harness asked Captain Church to go and meet the 
messenger from Hamilton-Browne, In 15 minutes he was 
back with a startling message. 

“For Gods sake come back with all your men; the camp is 
surrounded and will be taken unless helped”. 


HARNESS UNYIELDING 


Harness at once turned the guns around and started back 
to Isandhlwana. Major Gosset had ridden over from where 
the general was inspecting the new camp site. Harness 
asked him to carry the message to Chelmsford. Gosset had 
actually seen the camp through binoculars when everything 
looked normal. Knowing Chelmsford’s views on the 
adequacy of the defending force and knowing his intention 
to move the column forward, he tried to discourage Harness 
from returning. Harness would not change his mind, so 
Gosset rode back to Chelmsford leaving Captain Develin 
who had brought the message from Hamilton Browne, with 
the guns. Gosset caught up with the battery of guns before 
it had gone a mile and had orders for Harness to move to 
the new camp site.. The gun carriages and the limbers 
slowed and once again they turned around. 










Reality, however, 










There is strong evidence that Chelmsford never received that 
message directly and it is virtually certain that if Gosset even 
delivered it to Crealock, Chelmsfords staff officer, he did not 
deliver Hamilton-Brown’s verbatim words. Whatever 
reached Chelmsford simply seemed to be another report of 
what he had seen for himself earlier. 


IT WASN’T GOING TO BE A GOOD DAY 


Since Hamilton-Browne had refused breakfast at approx. 
10 am the day had not improved for him. His command was 
on the verge of collapse, having not eaten for two days. 
After the first days marching, Hamilton-Browne’s 
command had spent the next day scrambling through thorn 
bush filled valleys, and had stampeded twice in a cold 
sleepless night. Mvubi’s Zulus had wounded a number of 
the men in stopping the stampedes. They had conducted a 
charge up the slope where the Zulus were camped. The 
white N.C.O.S. were using kicks and curses to keep the 
sullen Natal Kaffirs moving along. Hamilton-Browne and

his adjutant, Lieutenant Campbell, 
were riding in advance and while still 
eight miles from the camp they saw 
Jtwo Zulus resting in the shade of a 
lrock several hundred yards ahead. 
They gave chase, Campbell shot his 

quarry while Hamilton-Browne rode 
{| down and captured his. The prisoner 
was a young boy who had been sent, 
“ [he said, from the main impi on the 
/Nqutu plateau to see ifthere were any 
troops at the far end of the plain. He 
added, that there were twelve full 
regiments of the Impi, perhaps 
20,000 men. Hamilton-Browne 
scribbled a note and told Campbell to send it to Chelmsford 
at once and then rode on to inspect the camp, still five miles 
ahead. 


BLOOD THIRSTY ZULUS TO THE KILL 


Every mile he got nearer the camp became clearer, the low 
ground below the tents was not visible but it was quite clear 
that a major attack from the Nqutu Plateau was developing 
on the left of the camp. Large masses of Zulus were pouring 
over the lip of the escarpment and others were streaming 
down the spur at the north end of the mountain. 
Hamilton-Browne started his men up again, moving them 
forward to his own left so as to approach the right of the 
camp. The Native Kaffirs, however, had by now seen the 
Zulus and refused to budge. Even Mvubi’s Zulus were 
unable to move them more than a hundred yards. So 
Hamilton -Browne let them sit and went forward to watch. 
All at once he saw the black mass on the left of the camp 
leap forward and race across the plain in front of him until 
it extended far beyond the right of the camp near the stony 
koppie. More Zulus were pouring down the escarpment on 
his own right, behind the conical koppie. The ground in 
front of him was full of black bodies as far as the eye could 
see. He grew worried about his exhausted Battalion and 
rode back and formed the men into a mobile ring with his 
British Officers in the centre. He then sent Captain Devlin 
back with his third and last desperate warning, the one that 
reached Harness. He presumed that Chelmsford would be 
on his way with assistance by now. 


SOME TROOPS HAD SECOND THOUGHTS 


He came to a slight rise, several large parties of Zulus had 
swept behind him. He was ata loss as what to do. His force 
wouldn’t advance and even if he had wanted to withdraw, 
his way would more than likely be cut off by the Zulus, 
The 1st Battalion of the 3rd Regiment of the Natal Native 
Contingent sat down and waited. Lieutenant Colonel 
Russell, had been ordered to have another look at the 
critical vicinity of Isipezi hill. He had found it occupied in 
some force with a large party of Zulus drifting north west 
towards the eastern end of the Nqutu plateau. He extracted 
his small command without a fight and started back. He 
was resting his horses when Lieutenant Pohol reached him 
with Hamilton-Browne’s first message. Russell had no idea 
where Chelmsford might be but he started to send scouts 
out to check a potential route to the new camp. Before they 



















le different. 
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came back, Sergeant Turmer rode up with 
Hamilton-Browne’s second note. He sent both men back 
to Hamilton -Browne and rode south to find Chelmsford. 


CHELMSFORD WAS NOT ALARMED 


Russell probably delivered both these messages as one, 
which must have reached Chelmsford about the same time 
that Gosset’s watered down version 
of Hamilton-Browne’s _ third 
message reached his staff. None of 
them alarmed Chelmsford. He 
thought that they all referred to the 
same incident that he had viewed 
and he had inspected the camp since. 
Pulleine had obviously been in some 
action but it was all over now. 
Russell’s information that the Zulus 
were on Isipize Hill and moving over 
the Nqutu Plateau disturbed him. If} 
the Zulus were in force on the Nqutu 
Plateau and the main Impi had 
slipped by him it would not be 
prudent to move Pulliene’s troops up 
to the new campsite with the main 
Impi between himself and Natal. He im 
decided to take Russell’s mounted FL32¥ 
infantry as an escort and see for 
himself. Chelmsford rode north 




































to the new campsite. 


A mounted messenger reached them with a note from 
Pulleine, answering Chelmsford’ s dispatch four hours earlier. 
“Staff officer. Heavy firing to the left of our camp, Cannot 
moye camp at present.” 


The message only confirmed what was known already. A 
little later a second messenger delivered another note. 


“Heavy firing near left of camp. (George) Shepstone has 
come in for reinforcements and reports that, 
the Zulus are falling back. The whole force 
at camp turned out and fighting about one 
mile to left flank.” 


The reference to Shepstone, indicated that 
Dunford had reached the camp and again the 
tenor of the letter confirmed what they 
thought they already knew. 


A PERIOD OF DISBELIEF 


A few miles farther on, Chelmsford came: 
across Hamilton-Browne’s _ battalion 
perched on a rise and waiting for relief. 
Hamilton-Browne sent a rider as soon as 
he saw the general, to announce that theff 
camp had been taken and that there was a) 
large number of Zulus between him and 
Isandhlwana, Chelmsford could still not 
see the camp from the low ground he was

Hamilton-Browne. He ordered that Hamilton-Browne’s 
Battalion fall in behind his mounted infantry and continue 
their advance. It was three thirty and the camp was still 
several miles away when a stumbling figure was seen 
leading a sick looking horse. It was Commandant Rupert 
Lonsdale and as soon as he could catch his breath he gasped 
out the unbelievable truth. The Zulus had overrun the camp 
and of all the forces that had been left in Isandhlwana that 
morning, not one soul remained alive. 


THE VALUE OF A GOOD HORSE 


Lonsdale had started back to the camp 
after the charge up the slopes where the 
Zulus had been camping. He had not 
#4 been well and with the fatigue of the 
preceding few days he had deteriorated 
and he needed to rest before he organised 
=| the movement of the rest of his NNC to 
the new camp site on the Manganini 
BS} River. His pony, Dot, was in worse 
*¥ Ui condition. She had been ridden hard on 

*;] short rations for days and that day had 
carried Lonsdale’s weight for eight miles 
over hilly country. When the track 
emerged on to the plain from the foot 
hills Dot had sighted the Isandhlwana 
campsite with the white smear of the 
tents. She was hungry and broke into a 
jog, slowing to a walk on the rises. 
Lonsdale’s mind was a thousand miles 
away as Dot approached the camp. He 
was dimly aware of a seemingly normal bustle among the 
tents. When a black figure rose besides his horse and fired 
a gun at him. It failed to shake him out of his dreamy state. 
He thought it was one of his own ill-trained Native Kaffirs. 
Lonsdale simple snarled and swore and rode on. Dot 
entered the tent area and looked for her own picket rope in 
the horse lines. 


THE WEIRD APPARITION 


A Zulu, holding a blood-smeared assegai 
and wearing a torn red tunic emerged from a 
tent. Lonsdale gaped at him trying to 
understand the significance of the weird 
apparition. The clouds cleared from his sleepy 
numb brain and looking around; he was 
speechless. 

A WEARY PONY 


The only bodies that were moving in the camp 
were Zulu warriors, thousands of them. They 
were milling about and many of them were 
pulling on bloody red tunics of the 24th 
Regiment and others had placed the white sun 
helmets on their heads. As far as Lonsdale could 
see the ground was heaped with thousands of 
bodies, black and white. They lay in mounds 
throughout the camp and were draped over the 
wagons behind. Every Englishman had been 
slashed open from neck to groin and the blood 
and entrails were splattered on the tents and lay 
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in puddles on the rocky ground. He ry 
had ridden in to the tent area through 
wind rows of dead Natal kaffirs.

But Dot, knowing she was close to 
food and rest had no intention of 
leaving the horse lines.

BIG FRAME 


To him, moving out of the camp was an agonisingly slow 
pace. He felt he was crawling, acutely aware of his big 
frame as a shower of assegais flashed over his bent back 
and bullets whistled past his head. Miraculously, he got out 
of the camp without a scratch and Dot went another 
hundred yards before she sank to her knees. Lonsdale 
slithered off her back and threw the reins over her head and 
dragged her till she came to her feet and followed him. No 
one came after him but Lonsdale did not stop to rest until 
he had put a mile between him and the camp. Two hours 
later he came across Chelmsford, The news was shocking, 
the camp was lost and many had been slain but still 
Chelmsford didn’t accept that it was a catastrophe. It was 
inconceivable to him that the entire force had been wiped 
out and believed that surely a large part of it had fallen back 
on Rorke’s Drift. 


A GRIM SITUATION 


Chelmsford’s overall position was almost terminal. It 
was his supreme confidence or lack of intelligence that did 
not allow himself to accept that he had lost and that they 
would be very lucky to get out of Zululand with their lives. 
His transport had been wiped out, over half his force was 
dead. He had his forces scattered over more than five miles 
of bush track surrounded by wandering groups of Zulus 
who were looking for him and a Zulu Impi of twenty 
thousand victorious savages between him and Natal; which 
itself was not secure against that Impi. His only concern 
was to retake the camp. He sent Gosset pounding back to 
the new campsite to order Glyn to abandon the campsite 
and return at his best speed. Harness and the artillery had 
to turn around again. Chelmsford formed the Native Kaffirs 
into line and stiffened them with the mounted infantry on 
their flanks and advanced to within three miles of the camp. 


THOUSANDS JUST LIKE ANTS 


He sent scouts from the mounted infantry towards the 
camp. They returned with the news that the Zulus were like 
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ants, Thousands of them swarming 
over the tents, burning and looting the 
stores and dragging away all types of 
booty. Gosset reached the new 
campsite at four. Amazingly, Glyn 
was back with the infantry and guns at 
six o’clock; its powerful incentive— 
fear. The men had been marching for 
twelve hours with full packs and the 
grim news that Gosset had brought 
Glyn had filtered through the ranks. 
The men were limping and stumbling, 
thoroughly exhausted. Chelmsford, his 
= heart in his lower bowels, made a short 
speech, telling them all what the picture 
was.He announced his intention of 
attacking and re-taking the camp and 
the response was incredible. They 
cheered, maybe they were sick of 
marching there and back and were so 
frustrated that they wanted to take it out 
on the Zulus. With the four guns in the 
centre, the British Infantry on either side, a Battalion of 
NNC on either side of them and with Dartnell’s mounted 
volunteers on the flank and Russell with the mounted 
infantry on the right flank; they moved forward. 


VICTORY AT LAST 


By the time the line had reached the donga (creek bed), a 
mile outside the camp, the daylight was gone. The stone 
koppie, the saddle and the mountain, were dark masses, 
outlined by the glow of the sunset. Harness unlimbered at the 
donga and sent four rounds of shrapnel into the mass of 
wagons on the saddle. The troops had been advancing 
through a sprinkling of dead Zulus which thickened as the

There was 
a single volley from the darkness ahead 
and then the sound of cheering. The 
Zulus were gone and Wilson Black held!

CARNAGE OF WAR 


It was as dark as pitch when the troops finally reached a 
relatively clear area on the saddle and bivouacked in a 
sprawling ring. The men had been stumbling over stiffand 
cold bodies for the last hundred yards of their advance; 
feeling their way along through hundreds of slaughtered 
oxen and horses. There were bodies in the bivouac area as 
well and they were rolled out of the way before settling 
down for the night. There was no sign of the main Impi 
and in their condition that night they were not too keen to 
find it. A few Zulus who were dying from the brandy looted 
from the stores were found wandering and bayoneted on 
the spot. A lot of the men wanted to visit the old campsite 
and look among the bodies for their brothers or relatives 
and friends but Chelmsford would not allow it. The Natal 
Kaffirs, past caring what happened to them started to drift 
away. Harford noticed them and reasoned with them to 
come back, (the Brits might lead them to their deaths but 
the Zulus would put them to death). Chelmsford then 
placed sentries around them to hold them in place. Near 
daybreak they all bolted again as a noise from the plain 
scared them. Captain Hallam Parr of Glyn’s staff found a 
wagon load of tinned meat and bread so he fed 
the British and then the Native Contingents. 


Chelmsford was numbed with fatigue, 
depression had set in. He knew where the main 
Impi had been at noon that day but he was no 
better off then he had been that morning as he 
still didn’t know where it was now. It could be 
on its way like a landslide to Pietermaritzburg 
or any where else in Natal. He had certainly 
nothing to stop it with and no hope of catching 
up with it. All the agonising months of 
planning and mounting the campaign were all 
for nothing. He had stripped Natal to mount 
this expedition. He would need massive 
reinforcements from England before he could 
consider attacking Zulu land again. The 
transport problem alone was awesome. He had 
left 2000 oxen in the camp, his entire transport

RORKE’S DRIFT BURNING 
Chelmsford had more bad news to come; the final blow. 
As the horses quietened and everything settled down they 
caught the sound of prolonged rifle fire and elusive 
popping. It was continual and obviously involved many 
rifles. Staring eyes circled the night horizon but there was 
nothing to see. Then seven miles to the west, behind the 
outline of the Oskarberg, sprang up a red glare. It was the 
mission station at Rorke’s Drift where all their reserve 
rations were stored and it was on fire.. 


Henry Flynn the 2nd ,a Zulu speaking man of Irish decent, 
was resting near the looted wagon park. When it became quiet 
he heard a soft groaning noise from out in the darkness. It was 
a Zulu voice and Flynn called back and asked him who he 
was. The man was from the Uthulwana Regiment, who, in his 
ignorance after the battle had been looking for something in 
a bottle to quench his thirst and had taken a great draft of 
carbolic acid from the veterinary’s wagon. He was dying but 
before he died he told Flynn the story of the battle.

Whether it is 
national socialism, agrarian 
socialism, international 
socialism or liberal 
socialism it can be 
recognised instantly 
because it opposes and has 
no respect for the individual 
man.

become associated with 
egotism and selfishness.

ALL MEN WILL 
BENEFIT 


Whenever the barriers 
to the free exercise of 
human ingenuity were 
removed man became 
rapidly able to satisfy 
an ever-widening 
range of desires, There 
was no class of man 
that did not 
substantially benefit. 
Tt surpassed mans 
wildest dreams. At the 
time our Australian 
Constitution was

Socialism is the tool used by the monopolists to stifle 
individualism, Wieshuapt, Hegal, Marx, Rhodes, Engels, 
Milner Lenin, Mussolini, Rooselvelt, Hitler, Wilson, 
Whitlam, Fraser, Hawke, Keating and Howard all have the 
same paymasters. Where freedom was concerned, the 
founders of our new socialist age made no bones about their 
intentions.

Australia was settled and firmly established with the 
enterprise of individuals and not public servants and 
politicians. Their blood was spilt, their fortunes expended, 
their families starved or were murdered by the blacks. They 
alone fought for themselves, and won for themselves. Alone 
they have the right to hold that land. No native title or 
resumptions can take those rights away. Individual farmers 
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acquired the land, their property, with their firearms at the 
hazard of their lives and the loss of their fortunes. 





History has now shown us that parliaments are as 
susceptible to the spirit of tyranny as any single despot from 
ithe dark ages. Scarcely have our minds been able to emerge 
from the astonishment caused by one stroke of 
parliamentary thunder when another more heavy and 
alarming has fallen on us. 






DELIBERATE PLAN TO SLAVERY 


Single acts of tyranny could be assessed as the accidental 
mis-informed opinions of the day, but when a series of 
loppressions began at a distinct time and are pursued 
unalterably through every change of parliament, then too 
plainly this proves a deliberate systematical plan of 
reducing us to slavery.

If 
the lords spiritual or temporal or the Members of the 
Commons or the Ministers of State or the Justices were to act 
in violation of their respective oaths of office or were to act in 
derogation of the Coronation Oath, their actions would be 
illegal and therefore null and void..” 


Further into the Bill of Rights of 1689, it states: 


“" and do faithfully promise that they will Stand to, maintain 
and defend their said majesties,”". 


This document is a treaty not just imposed on your Highness 
but it is also imposed on the people, and if it is our duty to 
defend your Majesties the question has to be asked. “What are 
the people supposed to defend you with if they have been 
disarmed?”"

“One Nation Party” and Editor of “Wake Up Australia” 
newspaper, (ex-"Fight" paper), Ray Smith, National President 
of Christians Speaking Out, Queensland Secretary of the 
Festival of Light, and Editor of “it’s Time” newspaper, John 
Challenger, Justice of the Peace, Secretary, Gympie Branch 
of Firearm Owners Association, Chris Raye, President of 
Queensland Military Rifle Association, Executive Committee 
of The National Rifle Association and Sporting Shooters 
Association. Unable to attend, but eager to know the results 
was Edwin Morris of the “New Australian” newspaper and 
Nick Harvey, Editor of the Sporting Shooters Magazine who 
is also on the Bathurst steering committee of the “One Nation 
Party”.

I have been a registered and licensed 
pistol shooter for the last eight years, so I have a reasonable 
understanding of guns, so I don’t personally have a problem 
and I don’t believe the party has a problem with gun ownership 
ina general sense, and we don’t havea problem. There is such 
a thing as responsible gun ownership and clearly there is and 





anyone who have had the experience that I have had and 
speaking from my own personal experience in pistol clubs, 
people who have a great range of weapons in their safes are 
not the people who rob banks or shoot down people in 
Macdonalds, so that’s the stand point come from personally." 
“But what I really need to know is what it is that you believe 
you need to have done that is to reasonably satisfy your 
needs.” (Handed the ex-National Party policy before Port 
Arthur) 


“Well, without reading the whole thing you’re saying that the 
two major components are that there is no registration, you 
obviously have to have shooters licenses.” 


(the Bill of Rights and the Constitution, and government 
obeying these laws is discussed by the other people at the 
meeting) 


“Unfortunately the government has done that so,”" Well what 
are you going to do about it" Well how are you going to 
change it?”. 


(Opinion from others that the government is bound by the 
constitutional documents and should obey the law, and if 
they won’t uphold this then they could do anything to us 
and the only recourse is to our own defence) 


“You have just said that on a tape recording that is one of the 
most nonsensical things I have heard. For anybody to be 
talking about.”"! work in politics. What you are saying now 
is absolutely inflammatory and absolutely the worst thing you 
can do, it goes against everything that you are trying to 
achieve"." Have you ever heard the saying that “you can’t 
fight city hall.”" So far and let me put it in simple terms, there 
are six of us sitting around the table and the government is in 
control, now that is a fact. You might think that you have some 
recourse, the government has the police force, the government 
has the army, the government has the money.""The Federal 
Government, the State Government..." Well I don’t know how 
good a shot the Queen is. She is not going to do a whole lot 
about this""You’re not seriously....". 


“I’m not going to get into, I’m not going to get into,I’m not 
going to get into a discussion about that, whatever you might 
believe, the government is in control.I have heard of the 1688 
Bill. I have no particular judgement of it or views as to 
whether it’s right or whether it’s wrong”. 


“ But laws are not essentially made by the people, I’m afraid, 
that is a fact of life.”"The government doesn’t obey the law, 
who takes the government on?" 


“J don’t think we should be talking about this. If I’m going to 
fight anyone it’s not going to be over keeping guns, its going 
to be the bloody Indonesians”. 


“You must correct them politically”."It is politically 
ridiculous"."Your average typical Australian will think you 
are a lunatic" with a gun....""I think that guns are terrific 
things. Statements like this will get you nowhere with the 
population at large".“It doesn’t matter what the truth is, it 
doesn’t matter what the truth is. The truth is what the 
population believes, the truth is what the media tells them 
what is happening, the truth is what people perceive, your 
truth is another persons lie. 
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“You clearly do not understand how any of it works. I do 
understand how it works.”"You are not going to’ get anyone 
in this room more supportive of guns than me."This kind of 
harassment isa consequence of the current legislation, but if 
you change the legislation the harassment will disappear". ~ 


“Yeah we have no problem with the concept of self defence. 
No problem with you defending your own home, family, 
yourself. No problem with that at all. As far as I’m concerned 
if somebody breaks into your home for obviously nefarious 
purposes, whatever those purposes might be, they are putting 
themselves at risk”. 


“All I’m trying to tell you is the political reality”. 


“ Why can’t ninety dollar courses be run through the clubs for 
individuals”?"Safety courses are highly _ saleable 
though"."“There is no way you will get the Education 
Department to co-operate with a course,”" I’m quite happy to 
accept it, but I just think your gonna have a devil ofa job trying 
to sell it"."But this doesn’t actually do anything." Yeah, I’m 
sure you are. I have no personal problem with that, but that’s 
me personally, but that’s not saleable.” 


“Self interest is what governs what people want to do. If they 
don’t own a gun they think that guns are dangerous, and you 
don’t want anything to do with them. That’s what your up 
against. So you must have something which is going to be 
reasonable and saleable. It’s clear that the government has 
gone too far in a knee jerk reaction”. 


“Well whatever it was they clearly used an incident to go far, 
too far. And I agree with you they haven’t changed anything, 
you’ve only got to look at all the figures I mean I’ve seen 
various figures so if I remember there is only something like 
80 people a year killed by firearms, actually sort of murdered 
and about ten shoot themselves accidentally and then, of 
course, there’s the suicides on top of that and there’s probably 
more people hang themselves than shoot themselves. And 
em..] mean we all know that the figures don’t bear it up. We 
all know things like em if I understand that the former East 
Germany was the most gun restricted place in the world and 
had three times the murder rate of the US, so we all know that 
none of the figures stack up. We all know that the Swiss have 
got assault rifles in every home with men aged between 20 
and 50 or something or other and ammunition there and we 
all know that. We all know that they have a much better 
society then we’ve got. We all know those facts but they are 
not generally saleable to the public, at large. Because they 
don’t have guns so they don’t care. That’s the political reality 
of it”. 


“I’m afraid that kind of logic doesn’t work. It’s the same as 
cars, as I said to Brett last night, cars kill a thousand people a 
...”“The political reality is, whether you want to believe it or 
not, that is the political reality. Nobody is going to touch 
anything thats going to be sort of em. It is still going to be 
difficult but it’s not so bad em.. that you can outweigh it with 
other policies that people are going to be more interested in. 
People are only interested in policies that interest them. Imean 
Howard, Howard’s biggest mistake was what he did with the 
guns because when he goes to election the only people who 
are going to remember what he did are the people he took the 
guns off. The people that saw the guns being taken away are 
not going to give a stuff’. 





“T understand that you are a very vocal and a very hard 
working, group as far as that’s concemed. But it is not 
necessarily going to work. I mean you’ve got to look at.. You 
can’t try and take back everything in one go. And you might 
not ever get everything back. . 


“No, what 1 am saying is, let’s go with what's saleable. 


“It doesn’t matter if it works or not, it’s a matter of how the 
public view it. What its like what Bret said about whether 
you've got to have certain storage or whatever, Whether 
you've actually got it in storage once the harassment stops.

So rather than saying em self defence 
is no reason to own use or posses a firearm, I would say that 
self defence is one of the best reasons to own use and 
possess a firearm. That was David Oldfield, principal 
adviser to Pauline Hanson". 


What Pauline Hanson originally endorsed in the book 
“Pauline Hanson The Truth”, the truth itself, the safety of the 
public at large, the rights of citizens, governments obeying the 
law, what he knows to be right, principles, the facts, all are 
changeable to suit the political realities of the media, 
according to David Oldfield's "One Nation" official 
philosophy.

Solomon Adler, Abraham George Silverman, William 1. 
Ullman and William H Taylor. 


With the single exception of Dean Acheson, all of these 
men have since been identified in sworn testimony, as 
secret communist agents.

before the Senate Committee on the Judiciary (1952), 
Hearings before Senate sub-committee investigating the 
Insititute of Pacific Relations, and also a submission by 
Congressman James b. Utt, Congressional Record 1962. 


A book with many volumes could be written alone about 
Alger Hiss. He was a graduate from John 
Hopkins, Phi Beta Kappa, and Harvard’s 
Law School, and he entered Roosevelt’s 
administration in 1933. At first he worked 
in the Justice Department and was involved 
in the upper echelon of the Institute of 
Pacific Relations financed and controlled by 
the Rockefellers.He was _ then transferred 
into the White House as an adviser to 
Franklin, attended the Yalta conference 
with Franklin Roosevelt, and then organised 
the Dumbarton Oaks Conference. Then 
after the San Francisco Conference (the 
preliminary meetings of the United Nations) 
he went on to be the first Secretary General 
of the United Nations. In 1946 he was 
nominated by John Foster Dulles and then 
elected president of the Cariege 
Endowment for International Peace. 


In 1939 Whittaker Chambers, whose 
original name was Jay Vivian Chambers, 
one of many aliases, the chief courier of the 
NKVD defected, and visited the FBI. He reported that he 
had been carrying information from Alger Hiss to his 
superiors and that there was a spy ring operating in the 
White House. The FBI considered that this was solid 
evidence and J.Edgar Hoover reported this to Franklin 
Roosevelt. The President refused to believe it, and the 
matter ended at that point. Numerous other reports were 
sent to the Justice Department from the FBI, but nothing 
was ever done and it was shelved. 


Mr J Anthony Panuch who had been assigned the task of 
checking the security clearance of the large numbers from 
various war agencies, (OSS, Coordinator of Information, 
Institute of Pacific Relations and others ) to the State 
Department in 1945 testified, that he had access to 
conclusive information on Hiss’s Communist activities. 
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Alger Hiss, secretery of the United nations, with the Soviet 
foreign minister Molotov at the first U.N. Meeting in San 


Francisco. 


But when he reported it, he was sacked and Hiss wasn’t. 
Knowing that Alger was a Soviet spy, the FBI prepared an 
extensive surveillance of his activities during the San 
Francisco Conference, but when this plan hit the top end of 
the Justice Department and Hiss himself got to hear of it 
the surveillance was cancelled. 


TRIALS OF BEING A SPY 


Meanwhile Whitaker Chambers went to ground. As a 
nobody no one would believe him. He worked hard as a 
journalist and became the editor of the New Masses, then 
the Daily Worker, and then finally Time Magazine,another 
left wing publication. His time had come. He went before 
a Congressional inquiry in 1948 and he identified Alger 
Hiss as a fellow member of a Communist spy ring, 
Chambers produced copies of State Department documents 
typed on Hiss’s typewriter, and he led agents to the 
“Pumpkin Papers” microfilms of government documents 
supplied by Hiss, which were hidden in a pumpkin at 
Chambers’s farm. John Foster Dulles gave Alger Hiss a 
character reference at his trial but Alger was sentenced to 
five years for perjury, as he was asked if he was a Soviet 
spy and he had denied it, but when it was proven, he was 
convicted. Some might find it strange that when one reads 
the history of the United Nations in the Encyclopedia 
Britannica it is not mentioned that the first Secretary 
General was a Soviet spy and a confidant of President 
Franklin Roosevelt and a friend of all the biggest banking 
houses. But if one goes to the trouble and looks up Hiss in 
Book 5 page 947 and Chambers in book 3 page 67, the story 
will begin. 

IS THIS REAL, COMMUNIST SPIES THE

Harry Dexter White was the Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Treasury Department, and was another White 
House adviser to Franklin Roosevelt. After his death, Harry 
went on to serve as chairman of the committee that 
established the United Nations multi-billion, dollar 





International Monetary Fund. When it was 
established he was appointed executive secretary of 
the fund. 





ESPIONAGE ACTIVITIES 


Elizabeth Bentley testified, that while she was 
supervising various Communist spy rings in 
Washington , Harry was a member of one of these 
rings. J Edgar Hoover testified before “The Senate 
Hearings into the Institute of Pacific Relations” that 
from Nov 8th 1945 to June 24th 1946, seven 
communications went to the White House, naming 
sa Harry D White as being involved in espionage 
activities. On June 19th 1947,the day after the Senate 
Committee had announced that White would be 
called to the witness box in the next session, Harry 
Dexter White resigned from the International 
Monetary Fund. When he took the stand in the 
following years, he denounced Whittaker Chambers 

accusations as “unqualifiedly false”. He said he had 
not, and never been, a Communist, and had not committed 
any disloyal acts. If Whittaker Chambers had just been a 
nobody defector, the power of Whites credibility would 
have been overcome, but Whittaker was now the editor of 
Time Magazine he could fight back on credibility. In 
November of that year Whittaker Chambers produced five 
rolls of micro-filmed documents. Among them was an eight 
page hand written script divulging U.S. Military secrets. 
They were found in the possession of an acknowledged 
Communist courier the handwriting identified in court as 
that of Harry Dexter White but White was already dead. He 
had died of a heart attack and had been buried at Temple 
Israel, in Boston. 


ESCAPED PROSECUTION 


Virginius Frank Coe was assistant to Harry Dexter White 
inthe Treasury Department, and was the technical secretary 
at the Bretton Woods Conference, (international 
conference held to cement the International Monetary 
Fund). He to was identified under oath by Elizabeth Bentley 
as a member of one of her communist cells. When brought 
to the witness stand he took the fifth amendment to avoid 
incriminating himself, which meant he said nothing. 
Subsequently he escaped prosecution and went on to work 
as an economic expert in the Peoples Republic of China. 


COMMUNIST PROTECTED 


In June 1947, a Senate Appropriations Subcommittee 
addressed a confidential memorandum to George Marshall 
(The Marshall Plan) the new Secretary of State it said" It 
becomes necessary, due to the gravity of the situation to 
call your attention to a condition that developed and still 
flourishes in the State Department under the administration 
of Dean Acheson. It is evident that there is a deliberate, 
calculated program being carried out, not only to protect 
Communist personnel in high places, but to reduce security 
and intelligence protection to a nullity. On file in the 
department is a copy of a preliminary report of the FBI on 
the Soviet espionage activities in the U.S. It involves a large 
number of State. Department employees some in high 
official positions..... Voluminous files are on hand in the 
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department proving the connection of the State Department 
employees and officials with the Soviet espionage ring” 


AN AGENTS MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


Laurence Duggan was head of Latin American division 
of the State Department. Hede Massing, a Russian spy who 
had defected identified Duggan as being in one of her 
groups. While his case was being investigated he fell 
mysteriously from an office window in New York and was 
killed. 


A NEW EMPLOYER 


Noel Field was a senior official in the West European 
division of the State Department. He was identified by 
Hede Massing, and disappeared and reappeared in the 
Soviet Union with new employers. 


Henry Julian Wadleigh was in the Trade Section of the 
State Department. During the Hiss trial he admitted on oath 
that he had been working for the Russians. 

Virginius Frank 
Coe was another 
who moved from a 
high position with 
the United States 
Government to 
accept a key post 
within the United 
Nations, He had been 
an assistant to Harry 
Dexter White in the 
Treasury 
Department and as 
such, was the 
technical secretary at 
the Bretton Woods 
Conference. He, too 
had been identified 
under oath by 
Elizabeth Bentley as 
a member of one her 
Communist 
cells. When 
questioned about 
these activities, Coe 
found it necessary to 
invoke the Fifth Amendment to avoid incriminating 
himself. Consequently, Coe was appointed Secretary of the 
United Nations International Monetary Fund (I.M.F.) a 
well paid position for an ex- spy and he held that position 
for many years before he went to work in Red China as an 
Economics advisor. 


WHO GETS THE AID? 


Harold Glasser worked in the Treasury Department. He 
succeeded Virginius Frank Coe as director of the division 
of monetary research. He then went into the UN, and was 
spokesman on the affairs of United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation administration. Under the UNRR which 
was the first give away program of American money, he, 
Harold Glasser, was the one who decided which countries

got aid or not. Both Whittaker Chambers and Francis 
Bentley revealed that Glasser was a Communist spy, and 
on the Soviet pay role. 


FIFTH AMENDMENT - A HANDY DEVICE 


Irving Kaplan was appointed to the Treasury by Virginuis 
Frank Coe. Later he was senior official in the UNRR office 
of the Assistant Secretary-General. When testifying at the 
senate investigation of the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
Kaplan sought refuge behind the fifth amendment, (not 
giving evidence that might incriminate himself), two 
hundred and forty four times. 


CRIMES FELLOW TRAVELLER 


Lauchlin Currie was personnel adviser to President 
Roosevelt, and played a major role in the Yalta and United 
Nations Conferences, working with Alger Hiss and Harry 
Dexter White. He was thoroughly exposed as one of their 
fellow travellers in crime by Whittaker Chambers and 
Francis Chambers. 


David Zablodowsky was in charge of the publishing 
division of the United Nations. He admitted in the witness 
box, that he had transmitted secret messages between 
Whittaker Chambers and J. Peters, knowing that they 
were both Communists. He was president of a union 
which was Communist dominated. He was the editor of 
the publication “League Against War and Fascism”, a 
Communist United Front organisation. 


SENATE HEARINGS 


Ralph J Bunche was the Under Secretary General of the 
United Nations, and one of the three most influential men 
in that organisation. In 1943 Bunche went to the State 
Department as Associate Chief of the Division of 
Dependent Area Affairs under Alger Hiss. He then joined 
Hiss as one of the directors of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations. The Rockefeller’s were still well involved with 
it at that time, and they only divorced it five years later 
when it came under the spot light of the Senate Hearings. 
On August 19th 1948, after Hiss had been exposed as an 
enemy agent, Bunche sent him a letter in which he stated, 
“T want you to know that I am in your corner.” He really 
was, and he followed Alger onto the witness stand. 


INSTRUMENT OF COMMUNIST POLICY 


Philip Jessup represented United States as one of the 
fifteen Justices on the United Nations World Court. He 
again was one of the most prominent leading lights of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. 


The Senate Internal Security Subcommittee found that, 


“The Institute of Pacific Relations has been considered by 
the American Communists, and by the Soviet officials, as 
an instrument of Communist policy propaganda and 
military intelligence.... A small core of officials and staff 
members carried the main burden of the Institute of Pacific 
Relations activities, and directed its administration and 
policies. Members of the small core of officials and staff 
members who controlled the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
were either Communists or pro Communists.” 
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Jessop was chairman of the IPR from 1939 to 1942, closely 
assisted in the Institute of Pacific Relations with Jessop was 
Alger Hiss, Harry Dexter White, Fredrick Vanderbilt Field, 
and Lauchlin Currie. When Virginuis Frank Coe, Secretary 
of the United Nations International Monetary Fund 
testified before the Senate Internal Security Division in 
1952, he inadvertently put Jessop in with some strange 
company. After readily answering questions about his 
associations with others who had no connections to the 
United Nations, the Institute of Pacific Relations. or the 
Communists Party, was when asked about Philip Jessup, 
found it necessary to take the fifth amendment and would 
not talk about Philip Jessup. 


If it were not for some very brave men who devoted their 
lives to exposing, the betrayal, of the people of the United 
States, and ultimately the whole Western World, the 
information in this article would never have been exposed 
before these government inquiries. A large part of the 
information never made it to the public gaze as the media 
purposely obscured most of it, saying, it was not worth 
reporting.

rt Crook, THE EMINENT ANTI GUN GURU, (of 

Gun Control Australia) has always used the words, 
“their ought to be a law,” but ignores the fact that we have 
a higher law to which all humans have to abide; the laws 
of nature, the law of the universe and the law that governs 
all our personal decisions. 


CHIEF REASON MAN JOINS SOCIETY 


The only reason people form communities is because of 
their fear. Safety is the paramount concern of all human 
society. Safety from outside invaders or safety from 
internal house invasions are the reasons why early man 
sought people other than the family unit to join with. Man 
in the state of nature is the absolute lord of his own person 
anid possessions equal to the greatest and subject to no one.

This is the chief reason man joins society. He cannot 
subject himself to the arbitrary power of others. Living in 
a state of nature he has no arbitrary power over life, 
liberty, or possessions of another, but only so much as the 
law of nature gave him for the preservation of himself and 
his family.

The law of nature is unwritten, (even though we 
have constitutional documents that recognise its 
existence and guarantee the obedience of the 
state) but the law itself is nowhere to be found 
except in the minds of men. When as we in 
Australia have witnessed over the preceding 
months the legislators at Mr Crooks instigation 
take away from men and women part of their 
property without their consent.

Mr. Crook sees the all powerful government as the giver 
of safety, and I see government in an entirely different 
light.

I 
know that my neighbour would have much more respect 
for my safety, if they, my neighbour, had a nuclear device 
at home, or the Ebola virus, or the AIDS virus, or a few ton 
of TNT or the calichi virus, Governments have not 
performed well when it comes to the safety of the 
community, If someone was breaking into my house I know 
that if one of my neighbours knew, they would do 
something about it, as I would for them. On the other hand, 
try dialling triple O.The last time I had to, it rang out three 
times, The government does not care about any of us. The 
police acknowledge that they are only there to pick up the 
pieces and send the lucky bits to hospital. If guns are 
powerful, and Mr Crook obviously thinks they are, then 
they belong in the hands of the community not in the hands 
of the government alone. 


MUCH DEATH AND MISERY 


Mr Crook quotes from “Guns Australia” which improves 
his intellectual outlook to some degree, but he obviously 
has a long way to go. If he read with the same enthusiasm, 
other magazines and newspapers he would have been able 
to enlighten us further to the American path, that he is 
always warning us about. I agree, the American history of 
firearm legislation is horrendous and has caused much 
death and misery.

DO TIGHT LAWS MEAN FEWER 
MURDERS? 


The USA average was only 9 murders per 
100,000, the average among Anglo-Saxons in the 
USA was only 5 per 100,000. The United 
Kingdom with its extremely tight gun laws has 7,5 murders 
per 100,000, and in Israel where everyone is armed their is 
arate of two per 100,000. Switzerland, where fully auto 
firearms are in most homes, 1.6 Per 100,000. Mr Crook 
must have forgotten to mention that it would be very 
difficult for any law abiding citizen to defend themselves 
in Kings County, Washington.D.C. During 1978 to 1984, 
the Bartley Fox Act totally disallowed firearms in 
Washington D.C. and has done so since 1950. All of the 
guns that Mr Crook would be quoting figures on are illegal 
guns and used by people who are already criminals and 
who ignore the laws that he wishes to impose here. 


Are these the results we can expect here ? 
WASHINGTON DOWN THE AMERICAN PATH 


Well, here are some more facts that Mr Crook did not 
mention. Washington D.C. has gone down the American 
path and has been “legally” disarmed since 1950 and had 
a homicide rate in 1993 of 75 per 100.000. These statistics 
are quoted from Sergeant Kenneth Mays, FBI. In his 
article, “Security Australia”, he pointed out that America 
is throwing off the shackles of extremist gun control and 
is reversing the Australian and American paths. After the 
Killeen massacre in Texas, the state government of Texas, 
repealed its legislation which prohibited people from 
carrying hand guns. Florida had already done the same as 
had Arizona and 17 other states followed suit. After the 
Los Angeles riots, firearms sales tripled; 250,000 guns a 
year are now being sold there since the riots.

Florida State University Criminology Professor, Gary 
Kleck, in his 1991 book, “Point Blank, Guns and Violence 
in America,” analysed data from over 180,000 incidents 
from the National Crime Survey and other sources. Here 
are some of its conclusions: 


1. Inno more than 1 percent of defensive gun use was the 
gun taken away by a criminal. 

2. The odds of a defensive gun user accidently killing an 
innocent person are less than 1 in 26,000 incidents. (Less 
than police incidents). 

3. For robbery and assault victims the lowest injury rates 
were among victims who resisted with a gun (17.4 Percent 
for robberies, 12 .1 Percent for assaults).

MYSTERY OF THE SMALL MAGAZINES 


A few days ago a customer asked, “What was the 
reason for 5 and 10 shot magazines being 
available for AK-47 derivatives.” I pointed out to him, 
that firing any rifle with a 30 shot magazine attached 
to the underside of it, raised the head of the operator 
when he was shooting from the prone position or 
shooting over cover. That was one of the main reasons 
that the Chinese Army retained the S.K.S Type 56 for 
its infantry troops for so long, and had never issued 
S.K.K. rifles to any of its troops. Paratroopers, tank 
troops, and police were the only ones issued with with 
the AKS 56 (AK47 variant). 


KEEP YOUR HEAD DOWN 


In Edition 27, I mentioned the importance of a soldier 
keeping his head down, and with any rifle that forces 
the head up to shoot, the casualty rate increases. 
Medium machine guns need almost a queue of men in 
reserve, to replace the machine gun 
crew as the gun itself can withstand rifle 
fire, but the human behind, who has to fj 
sight it, while it is fixed to a tripod, is a 
raised target. 

In the late 1890’s, when the world 
powers were racing for the best infantry 
rifle so that they could dominate the 
world, they accepted for the most part, 
the bolt action instead of the lever 
action. In the prone position or when fj 
shooting from cover, the lever had to be 
activated underneath the rifle. To 
compensate for the lack of room the 
head had to be raised. Units issued with 
lever actions who served in the Russian 
and Turkish armies in the latter part of 
the 19th century, suffered a higher 





percentage of head wounds 
than units issued with bolt 
actions. This costly lesson 
was not forgotten and 
affected the design of early 
self-loading rifles and light 
machine guns in the 1930s 
and 1940s. 


That is why the Bren Gun 
and the Owen Gun had the 
magazine on top and why 
we see the FN.49, Ag42b 
Ljungman, Tokerav S.K.S 
#45 and S.K.S 56 rifles all 

have small 10 shot 
magazines; re-chargeable 
from the top with ten shot 
clips. It was not that there 
was a shortage of manufacturing ability in the 
magazine factories. The consideration was for the 
soldier’s survival on the battlefield. So too with the 
development of the more modern AR15/M16. The 
rifle was equipped with a 20 shot magazine, and the 
223 round was considerably smaller in diameter than 
its predecessor the 7.62 x 51. This allowed the rounds 
in the magazine to be stacked in a more compact way, 
and consequently the magazine was shorter allowing 
the capacity to increase, but still allowing the rifle to 
be fired close to the ground when sighted. 

FASHIONABLE SOLDIERS 





The fashion these days with untrained troops, is for 
them to strap two thirty round magazines together. 
This increases the weight and effects other handling 
abilities of the rifle, but makes aimed fire from cover 
almost suicidal if the fire is being returned. The 
answer to this seems to encourage the use of blind fire, 
which is also suicidal as it only temporarily preserves 
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smokeless powder was not quite so 
smokeless, but in these modern times there 
is hardly ever any smoke. It is only on some 
rainy days that puffs of steam can be 
observed,or if the light and angle are correct 
there is still a flash and flame that emits 
from the barrel which can be seen, (even 
with the latest flash eliminators). Dust can 
also be kicked up from the muzzle blast by 
a prone, but inattentive sniper’s rifle.

Swedish Mauser rifles and the Ljungman 
AG42b did not have long barrels just to 
improve their sight radius minimising on 
the sight angle. They had long barrels so 
that they could achieve the maximum 
velocity of the cartridge, without producing 
a flash which would give away their 
whereabouts to the enemy.

When a section comes under fire from a | 
sniper, or a single machine gun, blind | 
fire has almost no chance of inflicting | 
any damage on him what so ever. If air | 
strikes with napalm, are available, which | 
is, almost never or heavy artillery fire, | 
(shrapnel) these are the lone snipers | 
greatest fear. This option is probably | 
remote, because it’s almost certain to be | 
“happy hour” in the air crews mess. The 
next greatest fear is another sniper, } 
followed by triangulated fire from three 
or more of the section. This technique 
was easier to carry out in the days when 
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fires, he reveals his position and his fire is 
immediately answered by at least three riflemen, 
who fire at the same time. This makes a very 
small triangle in which the sniper can survive. If 
it is not terminal, the sniper should change his 
position immediately (as well as his trousers). 
The sniper has to be prepared for this tactic to be 
used against him, as it will be used against him 
whenever he comes up against a trained group of 
riflemen. 


SNIPERS PICK THEIR BEST METHODS 


Snipers do not grow old in the one firing position. 
They exist only with fire and movement. If possible 
he does not shoot in heavy rain. Not because of what 
it does to his ballistics and his elevation, but because 
when he fires, it produces a steam spray that can be 
easily spotted. He does not fire at night because of the 
muzzle flash. He doesn’t allow any vegetation to rise 
and fall with the pressure wave from the muzzle blast. 
If the ground is dusty in the area of his muzzle he 
should water it, and if water is short use urine, or 
failing that, a sack. Attention to detail should be 
uppermost in the sniper’s mind, because it can have 
terminal results. Knowing why he does certain things, 
instead of blindly following instructions, allows the 
sniper to improvise and make adjustments. All 
information about his trade is relevant, and what he 
can memorise, learn, and retain, is what keeps him 
alive when others die. 


EROSION OF BARRELS 


The gases generated by almost all smokeless powders 
are extremely hot. They are hot enough to easily melt 
any barrel if allowed to play on it continuously for 
more than a few minutes. Of course at each shot, the 
gases are in contact with the barrel for only about a 
thousandth of a second. Nevertheless, they do 
gradually erode, melt and wash away the surface of 
the barrel. The gases also rush oyer the barrel at 
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extremely high velocity when they leak over and 
around the bullet, as it passes from the case neck 
through the bullet seat, and lead into the bore. They 
have considerable cutting effect on the breech of the 
bore just in front of the chamber. This is termed 
“erosion”. (Not corrosion, which is what occurs when 
the bore is not properly cared for). 


IS THAT BARREL REALLY WORN OUT? 


The barrel slowly becomes less and less accurate 
from the effect of this erosion until it becomes 
unreliable in its shooting, and then we say that the 
barrel is worn out. 


Many say the barrel is worn out because the accuracy 
is un-reliable and they cannot see rust or pitting in the 
barrel. In almost every case it is only metal fouling 
which has built up to such an extent from improper 
cleaning solvents and improper cleaning techniques. 
Metal fouling is hard to spot and cannot be removed 
unless Whitworth or Sweets solvent are used to 
chemically separate and dissolve the fouling. (See 
Edition 7 of LSB for cleaning instructions). 


Anything in the charge that increases temperature, 
increases the rate of progress of the erosion. 
Nitroglycerin powders produce hotter gases than 
nitro-cellulose powders, and erosion progresses faster 
and is closer to the bullet seat. The moderants used in 
many nitro-cellulose powders, tend to cooler burning, 
and reduce the rate of erosion. The surface layers of 
these progressive nitro-cellulose propellants burn 
more slowly than the interior portions of the grains, 
and the heat developed just in front of the chamber is 
correspondingly reduced, but the erosion further 
forward in the bore is increased. Erosion is further 
increased by larger powder charges, high velocity, 
loose bullet fit and rifles of small bore. It progresses 
much faster in rapid fire, than in slow fire because the 
barrel is raised to a higher temperature, 


CAREFULLY CHOOSE YOUR BULLETS 


Erosion also proceeds 
about twenty percent 
faster when boat tail 
bullets are used. The boat 
tail, together with the 
slope inside of the case, 
“Jforms a funnel which 








more effectively 
than when the bullet has a 
flat base. The bullet with 
its tapered base expands 
ymore slowly than one 
with a flat base. A gas 
dam in the bore is not 
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Firing blind, wasteful, ineffective and it reveals your position. 
Run out of ammo and wait to die. 


want to bore them out to a bigger bore diameter as 
well. 


EROSION TESTING OF RIFLES 


Erosion tests have been made with .30 Calibre rifles 
firing a similar program to the above, but the rate of 
fire has been reduced to about fifteen to twenty rounds 
a minute. Yes, you can fire this fast. If you don’t 
believe me watch that classic movie with Gary 
Cooper as Sgt. York. Wow, could that man shoot and 
load those five round clips in his Springfield 03. The 
bolt action used well, has fire power, As the rifle heats 
up, the force required to open the bolt and extract the 
case increases and extraction becomes harder due 
expansion. Fatigue then becomes a problem, and the 
whole process slows down, so additional operators 
have to be employed for the test. Barrels were cooled 
and tested for accuracy after each 500 rounds. In this 
manner, barrels could be fired from 7000 to 9000 
rounds before the dispersion had increased to a point 
where the bullet would no longer stay within a 20 inch 
circle at 500 yards. The barrel was then considered to 
be worn out for use by the infantry. In these tests the 
barrels wore out quicker (7,000 rounds), when fired 
with boat tailed bullets, than with the flat based bullets 
which usually lasted about 9000 rounds. As an 
example of this I have information of an experiment 
conducted by the Massachusetts-Rifle Association 
some years ago. They shot a weekly bench rest match 
at 500 yards on their range at Walnut Hill. The rifle 
was fired as slowly as desired from a bench rest. Any 
tifle and scope was permitted. This match was very 
regularly won by the late Mr. Phillip Nutting of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. He used a 03 Springfield 
(similar to Sgt. York) 30.06 Type “T”, which had a 
very heavy barrel. He used the International Match 








load containing a 172 grain boat tail projectile, and 
36.4 grains of “hi-vel” powder delivering a muzzle 
velocity of 2200 feet per second. He was usually able 
to group ten consecutive shots at 500 yards with an 
extreme spread that did not exceed six inches.. Mr 
Nutting fired this rifle and load for 9000 rounds before 
any falling off in accuracy was noticeable. He then 
seated his bullets projecting a little further out of the 
case which restored the accuracy. In this way he 
continued to fire the rifle for a total of 13000 rounds 
before his untimely death. Of course the International 
Maich load develops a relatively low pressure and 
velocity, and so does not give as much erosion as the 
service or hunting ammunition, It does teach us what 
the possibilities are and what remedies to apply when 
it becomes noticeable and a new barrel may be 
impossible to obtain. 
SOME FACT TO CONSIDER 

The following summary was compiled from 
information obtained from reliable sources, and gives 
the number of rounds fired by skilled riflemen before 
the accuracy fell away. The firing is presumed to be 
all slow fire, no more than ten rounds without a pause, 
and that proper care of the bore had been taken. 


22 Long rifle. 250,000 rounds lead target velocity, 
lubricated bullets. Head space had to be adjusted up 
several times due to mechanical wear. With copper 
plated, not lubricated, only 70,000 rounds. With high 
velocity we could expect a little less. 


22 Hornet up to 20,000 rounds were fired with no 
noticeable drop in accuracy. This test was done at the 
Springfield Armory, but the barrel was then 
unfortunately permitted to rust before the test could 
be continued. 


220 Swift factory ammunition, 48 grain bullet with 
muzzle velocity of 4140 feet per second, 2000 rounds 
before the grouping ability grew to 2 inches. 


22.250 50 and 55 grain, with velocities in the 3600 to 
3800 feet per second, 3000 rounds at 100 yards. 


6.5 X 55 mm_ with Norma military surplus 
ammunition, 8000 rounds before its group enlarged to 
2 inches. 

270 Winchester with factory ammunition, 2000 
rounds. 

7mm Remington Magnum, with warmish reloads, but 
not excessive, 1000 to 1500 rounds, sometimes before 
you have worked out the bugs in the rifle, and found 
a good load. 

30-30 Factory ammunition, hunting accuracy can be 
kept up for up to 15000 rounds, but before this figure 
is attained the lever actions need some tightening by 
a good gunsmith. 
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The fellow at the back in the cloth cap is firing blind. His 
ifle has just parted company and on careful examination 
parts can be viewed traveling to the rear. 





308 or 7.62 X 51. Military surplus ammunition, 9,500 
rounds before grouping ability deteriorated to a 2 inch 
group at 100 yards. 
CONSIDER HIGH AND LOW VELOCITY 
WEAPONS 

This is only a guide, and there would have been a 
million exceptions due to different circumstances 
such as barrel steel and temperatures with which the 
rifles were fired. As a general rule it could be said, 
“That the higher the velocity of the bullet the shorter 
will be the barrel life.” 


In edition 29, part 20 Of Sniper we will be discussing 
the ramifications of corrosion and friction, so we can 
understand how they affect us and our rifle. It doesn’t 
just affect your rifle as your life could depend 
on your rifle’s performance.

MONEY SYSTEM 

BASED ON LAW 


The problem we have is a 
corrupt money system. & 
The money system should 
be designed according to 
the laws of arithmetic the 
same as a bridge being 
built to the laws of 
physics. It can be done 
correctly or it can be twisted to create an unstable 
system. An engineer can build a bridge to be safe for all 
time or one that will collapse in a year. The human mind 
can win wars and take men to the moon and return. 
People make things happen but they use fixed laws that 
they know are certain. 


TAKE MONEY POWER FROM BANKS 
Gross errors in the design of the money system causes 
both inflation and depression but they are easy to correct. 


We have to get our government to enforce the 
constitution and return the power of producing our 





plus the interest must be paid back to the banks 
which created it. The problem is that when the 
bank creates the principle in every loan, it does not 
create or put into circulation the interest 
component. It is legally due to be paid but it is 
never there to be paid. The money system is 
designed to demand an impossibility. 


Only 5% of the circulation is in notes, the rest, 
$459 billion is inserted into circulation in the form 
of loans or debt. 


With the interest debt compounding daily it 
removes the purchasing power of money. The debt 
increases at a faster rate every year as people 
borrow more to try and pay,the interest. Let us 
consider an example. A huge company like 
Telecom paid 1 billion dollars in interest in one 
year. The cost of interest is a legitimate business 
expense so Telecom passed on that charge to their 
customers so that 10 million telephone subscribers 
had to pay an extra $100 per year to Telecom. 


CESSPIT OF THE COMMERCIAL BANKS 


Inasimilar way our taxation increases. The government 
borrows to service its ever increasing debt. Every 
product that is for sale carries an interest cost which is 
channeled through the producing company back to the 
bank. The cost is paid by the buyer whether he or she is 
working or not. Consequently. each person has given up 
some of their purchasing power unknowingly to that 
drain and cesspit - the commercial banks. 


When a company borrows money to pay its interest the 
money does not even leave the bank and it never enters 
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the money supply. The debt of the company increases 
and the bank’s credit increases and the amount of money 
in circulation stays the same. The prices the company 
charges have to increase to service the new debt but there 
isn’t any new money in the economy to cover the higher 
prices. 


VALUE OF MONEY RELATED TO DEBT 

In many ways, inflation is a misleading term. When 
more money is required to buy the same items it seems 
as though prices are inflated because of an over supply 
of money but we have been misled. In times of what we 
call inflation our attention is on the prices. Everything is 
more expensive. The faster prices rise the more alarmed 
we become. We look at the price of the thing as a problem 
but the problem is not with the thing. The problem is that 
the value of money is directly related to the exponential 
growth of debt. We have to keep borrowing more and 
more money into existence just to keep some money 
circulating in order to pay off the growing loan to the 
bank. 


The bread is still bread but the bakery has to ask more 
money for it because the compounding interest factor 
will one day cost more than the flour. Goods and services 
remain the same but it is actually the value or purchasing 
power of the money that is changing. 


BANKS REMOVED MONEY 
In the depression of the 1930s the banks removed 30% 
of the money in circulation and people were happy to 
receive any wages at all. Producers were glad to receive 
whatever they could for their goods. You can see the 
same trends re-occurring. 


WHO CATCHES THE FISH? 
The whole basis of our financial system is bankrupt. The 
banks act as a receiver for stolen goods. With knowledge 
and forethought they cast their bait and wind in more of 
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the little energetic fish. The only non-banking 
institutions that can exist are the ones that can pass on 
the inadequacies of the system to others who have no 
choice. They know that they will eventually catch all the 
fish. 


Let us consider an example. For one whole year 
everyone in the world did nothing except produce bread 
in a giant bread factory. At years end the retail price of 
all this bread is $1,000,000. The wage factor to pay the 
workers has to be less than the million dollars. The other 
factors, heat to bake the bread, distribution, seed and 
interest all have to be paid for. This is why the workers 
have no hope of ever affording to buy all the products 
that they produce unless they borrow more than they 
earn. This one example should make it plain to all that 
unless we have a radical change in our financial system 
we are all lost. 


GREAT MEN UNDERSTOOD THE MONEY 
SYSTEM 


What is urgently needed is a source of debt free money 

and a new economic system to be introduced to tie it to 
the laws of arithmetic instead of the whim of a group of 
bankers. President Abraham Lincoln, Benjamin 
Franklin, President Andrew Jackson, Daniel Webster, 
Thomas Edison, Henry Ford, Charles Lindberg Senior, 
Thomas Aquinas, John Moody, Andrew Fisher, King 
O’Malley, Sir Josiah Stamp who was President of the 
Bank of England, all understood and have supported the 
concept of issuing debt free money and the importance 
of vesting the monetary authority within the sovereign 
government. Even Aristotle, in 350 B.C. understood it. 
He said, “The most hated sort of money-making and with 
the greatest reason, is usury, which makes a gain out of 
money itselfand not from the natural use of it- for money 
was intended merely for exchange not for increase at 
interest.

He eventually finds his way to the P.O.W. camps in Germany 
where he discovers an artistic streak and expediently becomes 
a musician in the P.O.W. camp orchestra, and undergoes 
many amazing and funny adventures. One in particular 
involves a guard dog which is sent in to the Russian 
compound by the Germans in the hope of frightening the 
Russians. However the dog does not return and the Russians 
complement the Germans on the flavour of their dog flesh and 
even ask for more. 


Our hero returns home to Sydney and lives to a ripe old age 
but reflects on how things could have been different if the 
British had believed the advice given by the Enigma machine 
which had been spirited out of German hands by British 
intelligence.

General Baker, Australia’s Defence Force chief of staff, 
says “The Jane’s analysis is a warning to be ever vigilant”, 
and later, “We need to have the basic structures and strategy 
in place”. 

Other defence experts such as Brigadier F. P. Sarong. Dso, 
O.B.E., Officer of the Legion of Merit (USA), Medal of 
Honour, world authority in counter-insurgency operations, 
Commander of Australian forces in Vietnam from 1962 to 
1965, from an article in edition 15 of Lock Stock and Barrel, 
“How Long Can We Exist ” said, “Remember the 
Indonesian invasion of East Timor? We did not intervene. 
I am not saying we should have, or we should not have, but 
we said we chose not to. That was a lie. We were and are 
incapable of so doing. There it is. We cannot sustain one 
battalion in on going overseas combat operation, or indeed, 
in on going operations in this country”. End quote. 

In his article, Brigadier Sarong, warns about civil strife or 
civil war in China, forcing a hundred million or so starving 
Chinese to flee south. Australia, would suffer a rebound 
invasion from millions of starving 
refugee’s from other South Asian 
countries that can barely feed 
themselves. 















The ease with which a few large rowing 
boats with illegal immigrants can 
penetrate Australia’s coastal defences 
do not fill us with confidence in our 
defence systems.

The Australian Defence Force is in a crisis at a 
time when the world outlook for Australia is less certain 
and more volatile than at any time since World War II. “It 
must be also remembered that we can no longer plan on aid 
or assistance from Britain or the USA, and certainly not 
from the United Nations.” He said that “he believed the 
Foreign Affairs department should look at Australia’s 
interests more than foreign interests.” “The nation 
deserved and needed a better defence force than it currently 
had”. 





In Guam on 25th of July 1969, 
President Nixon dictated that the 
United States would not 
automatically provide support to its} 
allies in the Asia/Pacific region in the |” 
event of war. He asked the US allies 
to guarantee their own defence rather 
than rely on the U.S. for security. Diggs . 
This was effectively the end of the < > 
Anzus treaty, which had been aS 
Australia’s cornerstone of defence 
since World War II. 











SELF RELIANCE UND 4INE 


On the 25.11.95 former Army Chief of Staff, 
Lieutenant-General John Gray said, “Funding shortfalls 
and warped priorities were undermining Australian 
attempts to attain self-reliance in its security. I don’t think 
the public fully appreciate the risks that are being taken in 
terms of the size and shape of the defence force. That is an 
important debate that we should have,.... The most serious 
deficiencies was the government’s neglect of the general 
reserves. The reserves, which would be required to back 
up regular troops in the event of an attack on Australia, 
have failed to achieve the readiness levels required by the 
Chief of the Australian Defence Forces due to a lack of 
funds”. 


General Gray continued, “The reserves needed an extra 50 
million a year to be properly equipped and trained. It was 
absurd for the government to spend $225 million on 
building new defence offices in Canberra, when the 
reserves were so cash starved. I think where the army 
stands, it has insufficient funds to bring the general reserve 
to the necessary level of training and support in terms of 
equipment. (They) are at the bottom end of the resource 
chain, and they need more”,....."A badly prepared reserve 
force would make it difficult to sustain a defence against a 
prolonged attack on Northern Australia. “... The risk is, we 
have a very light force, that at the moment do not have the 
resources to be self reliant for anything other than a very 
limited period of time.....Early warning aircraft, which the 
government has repeatedly promised but never purchased, 
were absolutely essential to the defence of Northern 
Australia. COLLINS CLASS DELA 

On the 22.4.96 Defence Minister Ian McLachlan said 
“Australia would struggle to repel a military attack, 
because its defence force capabilities were not up to 
scratch.... He said he was particularly concerned by an 18 
month delay in the Collins class submarine project, two 
helicopter ships rusting at Garden Island, ... And $125 
million dollars worth of cuts would be made to the 
departments “blunt end". 





Mike O’Conner from the Australian Defence (less) 
Association, (propaganda exercise of the Department of 
Defence) states, “it would take Australia up to a year to 
equip and train a force of 5000 soldiers” .. In a hypothetical 
war in the middle east our contribution would be so tiny, 
it would be worthless, our level of readiness is very low". 
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“1200 Men could be ready within a month although 
Australian troops lacked a lot of even basic equipment, 
such as bullets for rifles” 


Sir Albert Abbott of the RSL said “The association had 
long argued for Australia’s 
defence capabilities to be 
beefed up. There is a waiting 
list of up to seven years on 
some sophisticated weaponry 
on order”. 
GLARING DEFICIENCES 


On the 7.3.93 
Director-General of the 
Australian Security 
Intelligence Organisation, Mr 
J.M. Moten, a former Deputy 
Secretary of Defence, said in a report to the defence 
department, that “The defence of Australia’s north is 
hindered by glaring deficiencies. For example, some 
intelligence material, gathered by the army’s three regional 
force surveillance units, is filed away within the units, 
while other material is filed away at headquarters. Some 
civil coastal surveillance aircraft operate different systems 
from R.A.N. patrol boats, a lack of co-ordination between 
military and civil surveillance.” 


On 26.10.95 there was a warning printed in the Defence 
Departments annual report from the army, stating. that 
“The manoeuvre force, follow on force, protective force, 
and logistic force, failed to achieve required readiness 
levels in 1994-95...... The unavailability of the Nomad 
transport aircraft, and the technical problems which 
plagued the Blackhawk helicopters severely reduced the 
army’s ability to conduct air operations.” The Australian 
Defence Force fleet of 24 Nomads, has been permanently 
grounded following an army report that concluded they 
were unsafe for military use. 


NAVY WHAT NAVY? 


On the 26-10-95 in the Defence Report that was tabled in 
Parliament, it was admitted that the Royal Australian 
Navy’s destroyers, frigates, escorts submarines and support 
ships, achieved Jess sea days than predicted. 


The mine sweeper fleet (this must mean they have more 
than one) was collectively supposed to spend 360 days at 
sea but only spent 188. The amphibious fleet (maybe it 
means there are more than two of them) was almost 100 
days in-shore because of defects and repairs. The Jindivick 
missile target practice aircraft planned 109 sorties, but only 
made 47 due to mechanical problems. The F-18 Hornet 
flew below revised flying hours. Delays in upgrades and 
the unavailability of crew for the F111, forced a 400 hour 
short fall. All failed to achieve planned flying hours. 

700 SHORT 


The Royal Australian Air Force had a shortfall of almost 
700 personnel, and the low active experience, particularly 
in the RAAF, was one of the reasons why pilots were 
leaving the service for commercial flying.

WARNING 


Air Marshal S.D. 
Evans,

stated, “Those splendid combat aircraft lack the weapons 
and supporting facilities essential to combat effectiveness. 
The Multi-role F/A18 is practically useless in the vital air 
defence role without early warning. In the strike or 
anti-shipping role, the F/A 18 lacks the electronic warfare 
pods to jam and confuse enemy radars and missiles, and it 
lacks anti-radiation missiles to destroy opposing radars. 
The F11 1c and the R F, reconnaissance version, lack the 
same methods of self protection, and the ability to attack 
opposing air defence systems. Additionally, the decision 
not to provide the new tanker aircraft with a system for 
refuelling the F111c aircraft, limits the range and flexibility 
of this very important strike aircraft, Australia’s most 
potent offensive weapon, While the F111 can carry the 
harpoon anti-shipping missile, it lacks a modern standoff 
weapon for use against land targets”, 


EXPERTS DISAGREE 


Even though some of these statements are dated ,they are 

only a sample of the defence experts who have not agreed 
with Mr Bostock. Many more have been printed without 
my knowledge. Unfortunately the statements become 
much more pertinent, as our defence force grows smaller 
and more ineffective every day. 


While on the other hand, our northern neighbours re-arm 
at an ever increasing rate. The material for this expansion 
is weighty enough for another article all of its own. But 
what is even worse, our government, yes the one you pay 
for with your hard earned money, are inviting armies to our 
north, who have much bigger defence forces, (that might 
be too kind, maybe we should call them “war forces) than 
ours to train in Australia. Yes we can, and do, teach them 
how to kill us. 


FOREIGN SOLDIERS EXEMPT 


Our Queensland State Government has also made 
provision in the new weapons act of 1996, to exempt all 
foreign soldiers who are associated with the 
Commonwealth Government, from the Weapons Act.

“The (Labor Party) 
recognises the inalienable 
right of the East Timorese 
to self determination and 
independence, and 
condemns and rejects the 
Australian government 
recognition of the 
Indonesian annexation of| 
East Timor, (and_ it) 
opposes all defence aid to 
Indonesia until there is a 
complete withdrawal of 
Indonesian occupation 
forces from East Timor.” 


This was just one of the 
many election promises 
that Bob Hawk broke and 
was subsequently broken 
by every succeeding 
Labor government. 


In the 1983 ‘Strategic Basis of Australian Defence Policy” 
it concluded “That the risks and uncertainties faced by 
Australia were no different to the previews report in 1979. 
Indonesia was still regarded as the most likely threat to 
Australia, and the paper asserted that Australia’s 


“enduring strategic interest...(Was) to avoid significant 
Indonesian attack against, or foreign occupation of Papua 
New Guinea,. Implicit in Australia’s defence of Papua New 
Guinea against attack from Indonesia (was the) risk of 
attack against Australia itself”. 


SAME PARANOIA 


Obviously the senior defence planners then had the same 
fear or paranoia as we do to day. The Sherman report, 
released in June 1996, found that the five journalist killed 
in Balibo in October 1975, died at the hands of troops 
under Indonesian command while a sixth, who died in Dili 
three month later, was murdered by an Indonesian soldier. 


In the light of the above, and Indonesia’s record of 
invading its neighbours, West Papua in 1963 and Timor in 
1975, it is hard to understand why our government would 
assist in Indonesia’s massive escalation of military might. 
It is even harder to understand why they would publicly

GUNNING I YN CIVILIANS 





All of this equipment arrived just in time for the invasion 
of East Timor. In 1975, General Benny Murdani’s men 
gunned down hundreds of civilians in the streets of Dili, 
looting and pillaging as they went. The former Bishop of 
Dilli Mgr Costa Lopez said, “ the soldiers who landed, 
started killing everyone they could find. There were many 
dead bodies in the streets-all we could see was soldiers 
killing, killing”. 

Two thousand were killed in the first few days. It was 
embarrassing for General Murdani, as he had to admit that 
his men had gone on a killing spree, and had even killed 
one another. 


Australia, conveniently turned a blind eye to this, and the 
following genocide of 300,000 Timorese people which is 
continuing to this day. 


The United States suspended military aid to Indonesia, but 


Australia continued their aid, perhaps they felt too 
threatened.

In 1975 the year of Timor’s 
invasion, Australia committed 25 
million dollars to defence aid for 
Indonesia. This equated to a 
" further 12 Nomad short take off 
aircraft that are well suited for 
surveillance roles in Timor, More 
than likely their primary role, for 
the Indonesian Navy, is to police 
the weapons embargo on East 
Timor. This gift to the Indonesian 
Defence Department was further 
assisted by a team of Australian 
advisers, pilots and maintenance 
crew, 


In the late 70’s, the Indonesian 
Department of Defence 
requested a further six Nomads 
which were the latest model 
N221 Searchmasters. With its 
radar and Omega navigation 
systems, it was far more efficient 
in the seek and search roles, than 
its predecessor. 


At this time, Australia was busy 
giving military Landrovers and 
field radio’s to Indonesia, also 12 
free Sioux helicopters 
(compliments of the Australian 
tax payer), and were in as-new condition when they were 
handed over. With them went a package of at least three 
years worth of spare parts. A ground and technical support 
assistance group of Australians were based in Indonesia for 
two years. 















In 1985/86, the Indonesians were upset with Australia 
over articles in the media, critical of President Suharto and 
his financial dealings. In consequence, they terminated the 
defence co-operation program. In effect they said ‘we 
don’t want any more free gifts from Australia’, and the 
Australians serving in Indonesia were withdrawn. 


In 1991, after the Dili massacre, the next phase of the 
supply of Nomads commenced, and a six man maintenance 
team from Oakey Workshop Battalion was posted to 
Juandan. In August 1995, it was announced by Senator 
Ray, the then Minister for Defence, that the remaining 24 
Nomads were being withdrawn from service, and would be 
sold to Indonesia. 


BACK ON 


In May 1997, the Indonesian flight crews and ground 
maintenance staff are being trained at Oakey in 
Queensland. They are from the 800 squadron and will be 
returning to their base in Timor with the Nomads. All of 
them will be debriefed for intelligence purposes on their 
return. They will be rung dry of all the extra information 
they gained, while observing our deplorable state of 
readiness, or unreadiness. 
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On the Ist of July 1996 the Royal 

Australian Air Force ordered 18 
Indonesian transport aircraft, the 
Phoenix CN235-350, built by 
the indigenous Indonesian 
Aircraft (Industry, Industri 
Pesawat Terbang Nusantara), in 
Bandung. This was to replace its 
ageing Caribou fleet. Somehow I 
don’t think Indonesia is going tof} 
return the compliment and give us 
those aircraft. 









It does not take too much 
intelligence to realise, that if the 
relationship between Australia e 
and Indonesia deteriorated, as it 
would if Indonesia invaded Papua 
New Guinea, or if Australia 
critised the ruling class of officers 
in Jakarta, the Indonesians would not supply spare parts 
for these Phoenix aircraft.

Indonesian troops are enjoying their junkets to Australia, 
training to fly and maintain the Nomads at Oakey, near 
Toowoomba. Taking part in camping holidays, sharing 
billets with Aussi troops joining in with the diggers while 
they are training at Line Creek Junction, south west of 
Townsville.

$500 million had been promised to the state governments 
in the first year with no ceiling on the final amount. This 
amount of money could have been spent saving over 35 
lives per week if instead it had addressed the inadequacies 
in our pitiful public hospitals. Because of the governments 
blunder and band aid approach, certain individuals have 
seen this as a gravy train and jumped aboard. 


When the Queensland Police Service advertised for the 
management of buy back in the Courier Mail, Mr Bill Nioa, 
the proprietor of Nioa Trading tendered for the contract, he 
failed. The Commonwealth Department of Administrative 
Services (DAS) was given the contract by the Minister of 
Police Russel Cooper. Mr Bill Nioa, however, was 
appointed as the co-ordinator of the project. 


Bill has very long and strong connections with the 
National Party.

Sometime around 1986, Dave Auger 
purchased Gladstone Guns from Bill Nioa and now 
operates the Queensland Gun Exchange at Ann St, 
Fortitude Valley. Bill is a frequent visitor to Dave’s shop 
and Dave is a sometime passenger on the pillion seat of 
Bill’s big motor bike. Dave Auger was the first lucky 
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dealer to get his cheque for $140,000. 00 They paid him 
promptly within two days and kindly took his photograph 
accepting the cheque. This occurred before January the 
15th in the last few days before Christmas of 1996. Dave 
is also one of the lucky panel of eleven valuers at the buy 
back center on $500. per day until the 30th of 
September.Robert Nioa, Bill’s son is another lucky 
$500.00 a day valuer on the panel. 


Phil Islin has closed his shop, Tarragindi Guns, and 
transferred his dealer licence to Bill Nioa premises as the 
$500 a day is far more attractive at the buy back center 
valuing his ex-customers guns and other valuers guns. 
When he is not employed there he works for Bill Nioa when 
Bill has staff on holiday. 


DECEPTION BEGINS 


Phil surrendered 285 M14/Springfield magazines and 
many thousands of dollars worth of other M14/Springfield 
parts. Parts which Bill Nioa has imported and wholesaled 
for many years. Phil as a retailer could claim the retail price 
which would be greater than Bill Nioa’s wholesale 
distributor price. 

For many years Bill Nioa imported the M I A Springfields 
and Weatherbys. Phil Islin has been a partner in the 
manufacture of AR15 rifles. The barrels were produced 
locally and the receivers, both upper and lower, have been 
cast out of aluminium (not under licence from Colt who 
holds the world patents). 


PHONE DIVERTED 


When any customer phones Phil’s old shop phone number 
at Tarragindi Guns it rings in Dave Auger’s shop at the 





Queensland Gun Exchange. 


Phil claims that he only got $84,000 for his parts from the 
buy back as the other $50,000 or so belonged to someone 
else. His involvement with Nioa could suggest that some 
of the parts originated from Nioa’s Springfield agency. The 
second option would be that they were from his partner with 
the AR15 who made the auto parts for the AR15s. 


Phil is the valuer for machine gun prices as the other panel 
members have had no experience with prices for them. Phil 
has been for many years a member of the Arms Collectors 
Guild of Queensland which have many automatic firearms 
on their books and a shareholder in Movie Ordnance a 
company involved in supplying machine guns to the movie 
industry. 

SMUGGLED PARTS 


About 1992, the Labor government introduced what was 
called a Generic Arms Statement to the Customs Act of 
1901. These formed import regulations which prevented 
any semi automatic rifles or parts from being imported into 
Australia. This did nothing except increase the price. Some 
manufactures needed to import nearly all the other parts for 
the rifles that they were assembling that they didn’t 
manufacture themselves. Some of these manufactures have 
resorted to asking some of their customers who are 
members of Qantas flight crews to bring parts into Australia 
in their hand baggage from:

The managers in the Queensland Police service have been 
made aware of this situation by the media but instead of 
correcting and removing these crooks they have attempted 
to switch the emphasis and blame the amount of parts that 
they are receiving from dealers who are not working for 
buy back. Other states have handled this problem by paying 
every one on the same basis ,one dealer in NSW received 
3.5 Million dollars and fair enough it was his stock and his 
retail price.. Other states have not had the rorts team that 
Queensland has spawned in management positions. 


PHIL’S VESTED INTEREST 


When Ian Skennerton, one of the directors of Movie 
Ordnance, acompany that supplies machine guns and other 
firearms to the film industry wanted to cash the companies 
guns in at the gun corruption center he had to have them 
valued by Phil Islin. Phil, by coincidence has 2500 shares 
in the company, Movie Ordnance. The guns were valued 
at $350,000.00. Ian put them in at the gun destruction 
center on the Gold Coast but the value was assessed by Phil 
at the Lytton center. Phil could do this because he knew 
what the guns were worth because they were partly owned 
by him. When this was reported in the Courier Mail it was 
expected that a certain person would lose their $500 a day 
job but the Director of the Queensland Police Service chose 
to ignore it. 

COUNTERFEIT PRICES 

Bill Nioa imported and distributed MIA Springfields, a 
commercial version of the M14, a U S service rifle. Innew 
condition the rifle sold for $1500; second hand $1000 to 
$1350. When we have a look at the buy back price list we 
see prices for used rifles of $1900 and new prices up to 





$3500 for the M 1 A Springfields and the original M14 U.S 
service rifle at the less extravagant price of $1750. They 
are worth more than any MIA Springfield as they are at 
least the original item and nota copy, which the Springfield 
is. 

ROLLS ROYCE SELLS CHEAP 


On the other hand, the rifle that was a Chinese copy of the 
M14 and sold in the same price range as a Springfield 
$1000 to 1350 as they are both copies, are valued in the 
buy back price list at $500.00. SLR L1A1’s were being 
sold in any condition for $4000 but the buy back price is 
only $2400. A Swiss made Sig 57 is the Rolls Royce of all 
the semi autos in the country ifa collector could get one he 
would pay up to $5000 but the buy back price is $2850. 

BUY BACK PUSHES UP PRICES 


P hil Islin and his partner were producing AR15s and they 

were selling them between $2000 and $2500 before March 
1996. In the buy back list they have prices of up to $4695. 
Dave Auger may have had the largest stock of Brownings 
in Brisbane and the Brownings are priced up to $6000 
dollars each, in the buy back price list. 


The Maegun rifles valued in the price list at $400. 00 and 
the AK47 which is the same rifle as the Maegun but has a 
different stock is $1800 new, why different prices for the 
same rifle? 


VALUER HAD INPUT INTO PRICING 


There is no doubt in my mind that someone on the

Who is getting the millions in compensation? Is it the 
elderly man next door with his Remington Nylon 66 for 
$90, Stirling $100, Marlin $70, B S A Raylock $60, or is it 
these dealers who had many MIA Springfield super match 
at $3500 each or the AR15 at $4250 each or a Browning 
A5 for $10,000. In stock. No wonder they say they have 
only got 72,061 firearms and have paid out $34,373,633 
Compensation. These dealers need the money. 


RIFLE PARTS AS RIFLES 


If we believe the government has really collected 72,061 
and that’s doubtful. They have a habit of re-cycling the 
figures and have been paying full price for a barrel and a 
receiver. It needs to be asked, “Do they count each part of 
arifle as a rifle?” On their figures it means they have paid 
on average, $479 for each one. These official figures must 
be all fiction. An Ex-policeman who used to work there told 
me they were only getting ten guns on a good day. 

WHO TOOK THE SILVER 

It may seem strange to some but we have to come to the 
conclusion that there are a lot more $60. types of rifles in 
the community than $2,500. rifles.

The above firearms are what the majority of shooters have 
in their possession. As they might have grumbled and 
handed them in in the Southern States where registration 
was forced on them they will not do so in Queensland. The 
whole point of the buy back will be slid around. A few of 
the National party cronies will be rich, the hospitals will be 
broke and the country $500 million further into the despair 
tube. The old diggers with their demobbed .303, well oiled 
and in the original canvas bag, get told that there is no 
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compensation but they don’t get told that they don’t have 
to hand them in. The diggers get them taken from them by 
the government and they are then sold to dealers at bargain 
basement prices.Strangely enough, quantities of parts go 
missing from the buy back centres. $57000.00 worth just 
vanished before they could be scrapped. 


POLICEMAN BUYS MACHINE GUN 


When the manager of a gun destruction centre in Sale, 
Victoria, an ex CIB policeman, spots an Owen gun, he says 
that he has a museum at the Gold Coast who wishes to 
purchase this rare firearm. He purchases it himself but does 
anyone know of a museum on the gold coast that received 
this machine gun? 

“On the 20th February, 1997, one of the members of the 
staff at Lytton was sacked for not following procedures,” 
said R.J Carson to the media. The member was accused of 
stealing weapons and then returning them to put through

¢ buy back centre for cash. The man was 
leared by Magistrate Keith Krosch after he 
heard evidence from former Police Weapons 
branch sergeant, former sight manager of the 
iLytton buy back centre that the who had 
resigned because of the slack organisation 
“procedures were close to non-existant” and 
‘Mr McLellen issued memos which 
onflicted with those issued by the police.” he 
said. The court heard evidence from other 
staff members of the valuer’s increasing the 
value of their own or each others stock by 
mis-discribing it to gain more compensaton. 


The procedure changes twice a day. Dealers 
were being paid cash up to $25000.00 on the spot for their 
stock until Friday, the 14th of February. While Tony 
Cleaver was waiting for his second cheque because the girl 
had made a mistake on the first one, another girl came and 
told her that from now on no dealer was to be paid under 
seven days. When he rang seven days later and asked where 
his cheque was he was told dealers are not to be paid within 
fourteen days. They are now telling dealers they have to 
wait twenty one days. Some have waited months already. 
However, exceptions are always the rule. Graham Bugden, 
the President of the Firearm Dealers Association took his 
stock down and got paid on the spot. 


When Ian Skennerton took his M.G. 42 Machine gun to 
the Earnest Gun Destruction center on the Gold Coast they 
said it could not be crushed and put it in an unguarded truck 
and sent it to Newcastle, NSW. 


In the trade, the rumours of the corruption at the Lytton 
center are so rife it is being called, “The Corruption Centre 
or the Gun Recycling Centre.” There’s the mystery about 
the missing $57000-00, the missing manifests, the missing 
guns and the missing parts. 

On Friday, the 21st February, 1997, the Lytton Gun 
Centre was raided by the Property Crime Squad. The staff 
reported that most of the questions were about who 
released dealers manifests with prices paid to the media. 


Tony Cleaver has the serial number of the SKK Rifle and 
the name of his customer who took this rifle to the Lytton 
gun center. This person was approached by a member of 
the staff and asked to go outside to the car park. There he 
was offered $600.00 cash by the the staff member for his 
SKS rifle. He took the money and the staff member put the 
rifle into the boot of his car. 


A BOOT FULL OF GUNS 


Steven Lamble, a reporter for the Sunday Mail, has the 
report of a shooter who took three SLR (L1A1) ex army 
Tifles to Lytton. He was approached by a staff member from

price. When he went to the staff members car he noticed 
that the boot was full of other semi-auto rifles. 


A NICE PROFIT FOR ALL 







Unless one realises what is going! 
onitis hard to figure out why astaff| 
member would buy back at a higher 
price than the buy back list price. 
What happens is the staff member 
takes the gun to a dealer who is a 
valuer. The dealer/valuer takes 
them back to the center and 
up-grades the value as 
admitted in the 
described court case, and receives 
a higher price than the buy back list 
price. He says that this was his 
tetail stock and the price he had for! 
the SLR was $4200. The Buy Back 
pays the $4200 but the shooter 
would have only received $2500. It 
is a nice profit for all concerned. 


GUNS FOR THE LIBRARY 


Police in blue boiler suits have 
been at Lytton helping themselves 
to guns that are handed in. When 
questioned, they say that they are 
collecting guns for the police 
library. Are these the ones that will 
be found at the next Martin Bryant 
massacre or will they be used for} 
planting and in-criminating the 
innocent? 

A CONSUMMATE LIAR 

























On Monday morning, the 17th of February, a man named 
Svensson phoned a freind of mine. He said he had seen the 
article in the Sunday Mail and asked if a man named Robert 
John Mc Lellen had any thing to do with his case as he had 
noticed that this Mc Lellen was running all the buy back 
centres in Queensland. He said that if he, McLellen, had 
anything to do with his case to be very careful as he never 
told the truth and was utterly unreliable and dishonest in 
everyway. He confirmed that he had found McLellen to be 
everything he said he was and an article appeared in the 
Courier Mail detailing his colourful financial dealings. 
Federal Police admitted that McLellen had not disclosed 
these Court Judgements on applying for the position in June 
1996.

“Beamshot laser” sights “Model 1000". Just 
prior to Easter, 1997, his friend and business 
associate Mr. Bill Stevens handed in at the 
Lytton compensation center, approximately 
300 *Beamshot laser" sights. As he is a valuer 
no one could have questioned the $400 price 
that he put on them. Nioa Trading have been 
out of stock of these lasers since June last 
year. So where did the ones handed in come 
from?. They appear in Nioa Trading 
catalogue of 16 May 96 at the trade price of 
$80.00 per piece. The buy back price is $400. 
Now that’s a good margin! 

PROFITABLE MAGAZINES 


) Likewise, who is going to ask Mr. Nioa about 
the 5000 Owen Gun magazines, purchased 
from Mike Warwick, of Melbourne, Victoria 
at $24. each, just a few days before the Easter 
holiday 1997. These were handed in for 
compensation and have been seen on two 
pallets. Apparently they were described as a 
different type of magazine for another 
firearm and Buy Back paid $90 dollars each 
for these magazines $450,000. Did the 
valuation panel make a mistake? Could it be 
true that the expert valuation panel was 
fooled by their boss? Or were they only 
following orders from Bill Nioa? 


On the 15th of May 97 Bill Nioa handed in 
oyer 25 Winchester Model 1300 “Camo” 12 
guage shotguns with 28 inch barrels, this is after he had told 
the newspapers that he had put all of his stock in for 
compensation prior to “buy back” commencing in January. 
Inquiries were made by ourselves and it seems that 
Winchester Australia in Geelong Victoria had imported 
this Model just prior to the 15th May 1997 and that most 
had been despatched to Queensland and some to South 
Australia and they were now out of stock again. On the 4th 
of April 97 Bill Nioa was paid $250,000 for some 2770 
Vickers Machine gun webbed belts $90. each for goods 
that would have been originally made for pennies. 


DISPOSAL SHOPS DOING ROARING TRADE 


Bill’s closest business friend, (Dave) who is also 
employed on the $500 dollar a day valuer pay scam, has 
been picking up truck loads of F1 sub-machine gun tooling, 
slings, pouches and bandoliers from disposal merchants 
and handing them in for compensation. Most of the slings 
are for.303s (not for semi-autos) but are painted black to 
look like slings for SLRs. Nine tons of surplus .50 calibre 
projectiles have been taken from disposal merchants and 
sold back to the government by the valuation panel. 


While most Gun dealers in town were trying to make a 
dollar at the Gun Show, at atime when dealers were banned 
from taking guns to “buy back”, Dave was handing in 40 
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Mod 870 Remington Pump Actions and Model 1100 
Remingtons, at the Lytton centre. Did he find them in the 
back of his store room no he ordered them just a few day 
before from Raytrade the Remington agents in Melbourne, 
he had told them he had a sale for them to the Queensland 
National Parks. 





















FAKE GUN FETCHES $20,000.00 


Atthe Gold Coast centre, in Earnest, a replica of a Gatling 
Gun was handed in by Alan Mowbray. It was a movie prop 
and had never been built with the intention of ever firing a 
shot by the Warner Brothers prop department. The valuers 
paid $20,000.00. It had not even been assembled and was 
still in parts. Of course the connection was that Alan 
Mowbray and Movie Ordnance were the owners of the 
replica and Movie Ordnance was the company that Phil 
had shares in. Another person only received $10,000 for a 
real one. 


TOP PRICES PAID FOR REPLICAS 


On the 17th of April, 1997, Tony Cleaver, assisted by a 
reporter from the Sunday Mail, took a consignment of 
firearms to the gun corruption centre headquarters at 
Lytton. They were all classified by Tony as movie props 
and were laid out on the floor and examined by Phil Islin, 
the government valuer. Tony Cleaver did not indicate that 
he wanted any compensation but Phil offered him $1500 
for a PPSH 41 replica made by the Hudson Company. Tony 
Cleaver said he was aware that $3000.00 had been paid for 
the same model Hudson PPSH 41 replica to a friend of 
Phil Islin. Phil Islin then changed the price to $3000.00 and 
offered the same amount for a replica copy of an AK 47. 


JOURNALIST TALKS TO CARSON 


On the following day, Steve Lamble, the journalist from 
the Sunday Mail, phoned up Bob Carson the Director of 
“buy back” and mentioned that the “buy back” was buying 
replicas and toys. Bob Carson stated categorically that “his 
valuers would not buy a replica.” 





But, of course, we know the truth. 
RETURNS MONEY TO BUY BACK 


Tony subsequently received a cheque for the $6000.00 and 
then personally returned to Police Headquarters with a 
bank cheque for the above amount and asked to see 
someone from the Firearm Compensation 
Project, when he was connected by phone to Ian 
Lewis the manager. He asked Tony why he 
wanted to pay $6000. Back to the government. 
He explained that he wanted to prove a point 
(that the valuers were offering more for toys and 
replica’s than real guns) and as that had been 
achieved he just wanted to return the money. 
Tan said, he would be down in a minute with a 
receipt. About 15 to 20 minutes later, Ian Lewis 
& Robert Carson appeared and Robert Carson 
introduced himself as the director of the 
Queensland Police Service and the supervisor 
of the “buy back project”. Then he asked Tony 
“which guns the cheque was for”. Tony 
explained that it was for the two replica machine 
guns, the PPSH and the AK. Robert Carson then 
asked Tony what he had described them as. 
Tony, replied , that they were described as a 
Hudson PPSH and a Hudson AK. Robert 
Carson asked Tony “if he had handed in any 
other replica’s. Tony said "No" Carson then 
asked about other replica’s handed in by other parties, 
Tony then said “I’m not doing this to be nasty” and Robert 
Carson replied “Thats a matter of opinion”, We have 
documentation that you demanded $3000. Each for the 
replica’s. Tony asked him to repeat what he had said and 
he did. Then Tony said “That is not right”. He then said 
“Good bye ” and left the building. (“Buy back” senior 
management have since been spreading the rumour 
that"Tony was trying to rip off the buy back, and he only 
brought the cheque back because he had been tipped off 
from Police headquarters that he was about to be pounced. 
Having had prior knowledge of the events as had the 
Sunday Mail I know that this is not true. 


BIG BUCKS FOR PHONY PARTS 


Steven Lamble, the journalist from the Sunday Mail, who 
went into the Lytton corruption center with Tony, when he 
handed in the two replicas in question, overheard a deal 
going on with a person making the suggestion to one of the 
valuation panel that he would do him a favour, if he would 
give hima good price for what he was handing in. The offer 
was readily accepted. 


While Tony and Steve were there, Peter Anderson, another 
of the Bill Nioa team of dealer/ valuers walked in with a 
bundle of parts. Some of the parts were pistons for M14s. 
He asked Tony what he thought of them and Tony tapped 
them together fairly hard putting a dint in one. Tony 
pointed out that they were only imitation and that he had 
been offered these phony ones too. “The real ones are made 
of high chromium steel and were hard and chromium 
plated,” Steve said Peter Anderson, from Northern 
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Another overpriced article on the Steal Back list. 





Firearms said “he didn’t care” handed them in and claimed 
compensation for the imitation pistons at $75.00 each. 


BUY BACK REFUSES BIG GUN 


Earlier on, the 17th April, Darren from the “Bunker” (gun 
shop) had brought a truck over with his Bofors 40 mm 
anti-aircraft cannon, complete with turret and seats. It 
originally came from off a ship. He wanted $50,000 for it 
and the valuers agreed that it was worth it so he left it there. 
A few hours later, Ian Lewis, the project manager phoned 
up and told him that he would not be paid for it as it was 
not a category “R” firearm but that it was a cannon and 
cannons were not machine guns. Darren told him that it was 
fully automatic and it was a machine gun. Ian Lewis said, 
“He didn’t care and they were not taking it.” Darren asked 
him if he could sell it to anyone and the answer was “yes”. 
Darren was amazed and if they don’t pay him he probably 
will sell it. 


EX-BRIG SHOULD KNOW THE DIFFERENCE 


Later that afternoon, Darren phoned Bob Carson, the 
director of the project (an ex-brigadier, retired from the

Australian Defence Force 1991, he should know the 
difference, and know what a machine gun is). Carson had 
a different answer, he stated quite correctly that the act only 
covered “C” and “D” for compensation and that his Bofors 
was a category “R” and that he would have to return and 
pick it up with the truck. Darren said that “the Buy Back” 
had been buying machine guns and mortars since the buy 
back started. Carson said “he did not believe him and that 
he would not accept that he was correct”. Darren told him 
that he had handed in machine guns and he had been paid 
for them. Carson stil! denied that this was the case and again 
said that he would not accept that this was so. Darren felt 
he was wasting his time and left the phone conversation at 
that. 





IS EX SOLDIER INCOMPETENT? 


The Weapons Licensing Branch told him to hand it in for 
compensation and they would accept that it was a machine 
gun. Either Bob Carson is grossly incompetent and is 
un-aware that his project had been accepting machine guns 
and paying for them in violation of the Weapons Act or he 
is an out and out liar. 


“Section 179 of the Amended Weapons Act states that only 
category C & D weapons will be compensated for. C is 
pump action shotguns, D is semi-automatics and R is 
restricted e.g., machine-guns, artillery, mortars and laser 
sights, etc”.

Brother Johnson, the fiery preacher, invited Mysterious Dave 
to attend one of the revival meetings. After much 
encouragement Mysterious Dave was persuaded to attend. 


The night Dave attended the meeting it was well represented 
by the most openly Christian members of the community. 


SINNER GETS AN EAR FULL 


When Mysterious Dave arrived, he was escorted to the seat 
of honour in front of the podium. Brother Johnson preached 
directly at Dave, his sermon filled with quotations from the 
scriptures about the horrors of hell and the beauties ofheaven, 
and how the angels in heaven would rejoice at the conversion 
of such a man as Mysterious Dave. Brother Johnson knew he 
would go straight to heaven if he could convert such a sinner 
as Mysterious Dave, and that he would be ready to die if he 
could accomplish that. When he finished, several members 
jumped to their feet to agree, that they also, would be willing 
to die and go straight to heaven rejoicing together. 


During all this, Mysterious Dave sat with head bowed. Later, 
he declared that never in his life had he sweated so much, for 
he knew that every eye in the house was on him. He swore 
that he would rather have had to fight a dozen angry men 
armed with six guns, than that crowd of Christians. At last, 
however, he rose to his feet and said that he had been touched, 
that he was filled with religion, that he knew that if he died, 
he would go straight to heaven. Pulling his gun, he said he 
was afraid that if he continued to live, he might backslide and 
miss eternal bliss, as might the preacher and many of the 
congregation.

All of them fell to the 
floor, trembling with fear, whereupon Mysterious Dave shot 
out the lights and walked toward the door, remarking, “You 
are all a set of liars and frauds, you don’t want to go to heaven 
with me at all.” The 
evangelist soon left the 
town, while the “faithful” 
in the congregation, after 
everyone laughed at them 
for awhile, soon backslid 
and returned to their sinful 
ways. 

A LESSON FROM 
HISTORY 


What can we learn from 
this story of long ago? I 
believe it is simply this. If] 
Brother Johnson had stood 
up to Mysterious Dave and 
said to him,"Go ahead, 
shoot me and anyone else as, 
well as yourself." He would 
have called Dave’s bluff. Dave then would have been 
convinced that there was something in this Christianity after 
all, and he would not have carried through with his threat to 
kill anyone. Even though Dave may not have been convinced 
to become a Christian, he undoubtedly would have gone away 
with a lot of respect for the Christians and their faith, Their 
credibility would have remained intact. But what do we find 
happening today?

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n an address to the RAAF Staff College on the 9th 

August, General Baker analysed the current command 
and control arrangements and suggested revision. Since 
then Command and Control of the ADF has been of topical 
interest and Air Marshal Evans, the National President has 
asked the Royal United Service Institute to put various 
aspects of command and control into our syllabus of talks. 
This is the first of that series and I have approached the 
question from an Army lawyer’s perspective: the 
Australian constitutional provisions which govern the 
situation, their deviation from British and American 
experience, modern examples of problems in Gambia and 
Fiji, a reference to the Bowral call out and a little more 
detail on the provisions in the Defence Act and how they 
work. 



























THE CONSTITUTION 
Section 68 says that “the 
Command-in-Chief of the naval and 
military forces of the Commonwealth 
is vested in the Governor General as the 
Queen’s representative. “That 
fundamental provision can only be 
changed by a referendum passed by a 
majority of the Australian people in a 
majority of States. Any§ 
Commonwealth Act of Parliament or 
State Act, or Commonwealth executive 
decision or order of any officer of the 
ADF which attempts to contradict or 
override that constitutional provision is 
void and of no effect.” 


THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 
Now, what does “Command-in-Chief” 


mean? We are used to the title 
“Commander-in-Chief.” 
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Commander-in-Chief is an Army expression. The Royal 
Navy had as its counterpart the “Lord High Admiral.” In 
Victorian times, because the office of Lord High Admiral 
was in commission in the Lords of the Admiralty, we don’t 
hear much of the expression “Lord High Admiral.” When 
you look at the different commissions to governors all 
over the British Empire in the last century, the word 
“Commander-in-Chief” is used with respect to both 
military forces and naval forces. Later commissions such 
as the most recent commission of the Governor General, 
the one dated 21st August, 1984, doesn’t bother about 
referring to the Commander-in-Chief, it simply refers to 
the Governor General. However, it is appropriate to refer 
to the Governor General as Commander-in-Chief 
provided it is understood that his authority is not merely 
a military one. The Commander-in-Chief which the 
Commonwealth Constitution vests in the Governor 
General extends to all the armed forces of the 
Commonwealth -Army, Navy and Air Force. 


HISTORICAL BACKGROUND: GREAT 
BRITAIN 


The starting point is 1181AD and the Assize of Arms. It 
provided that every able-bodied free man was required to 
provide himself with arms to train periodically under a 
local officer and be ready on sudden call. So the militia 
came into being and the British Nation became one where 
soldiering was part of every man’s civic duty. 


CIVILIANS AS SOLDIERS 


This was of profound political consequence. It is difficult 
to use a standing Army to coerce the civilian population 
when the civilian population are soldiers themselves. That 
Britain’s citizens almost amounted to a nation under arms 
was a constant in any political equation for many centuries. 
May I now let 500 years pass by and come to the Army’s 
fateful challenge of 1648 and the coup which is 

















to know how to use them. 


remembered as Pride’s Purge. You will remember that 
Parliament had just won the second civil war. The Council 
of the Army, the council of officers that was attempting to 
rule England at the time then presented a “Remonstrance” 
to Parliament calling for the King’s trial. Parliament 
rejected that by 125 votes to 58 and there were signs in the 
debate of many members of Parliament wishing to reach an 
accommodation. An accommodation with the King was the 
last thing that the Parliamentary Army wanted. On 5th 
December, 1648, units of the Parliamentary Army camped 
on Hyde Park. On the morning of the 6th December a 
detachment cordoned off the House of Commons. As the 
members of the House arrived to do their work 
they were met by Colonel Pride with a list in his 
hand, That list was alist of members of Parliament 
that the army had decided to get rid of. Many of 
them disputed his authority. “You have no right to 
do this,” they said. Pride said nothing. But he 
pointed to his sword. Some people who were § 
turned away accepted it. Others tried to push 
through and were arrested. Thirty-nine of them 
were jailed overnight in a nearby tavern called 
“Hell”. It is estimated about 140 members were 
prevented from exercising their rights as members 
of Parliament and were, by one means or another, 
turned away. 


CONDEMNED AND EXECUTED 


About 80 members were regarded by the Council 
of the Army as being acceptable and they were 
allowed to continue as members of Parliament. 
They became known as “the Rump of the long 
Parliament”. It was this “Rump” which in the next 
few weeks decided to try the King. Within two 
months of Pride’s Purge, Charles, King of 
England, had been tried, condemned and 
executed; England was a republic. 


DISTRUST OF STANDING ARMIES 


Every schoolboy knows about Pride*s Purge and it 
resonated down the years. There are many other instances

in that same critical century which are 
4 embedded in the national memory and have 
provided a distinct distrust of standing 
armies. 


CROMWELL GOES TO THE 
HOUSE 


I suppose the next one was in 1653, when, 
despite this Rump being hand picked it still 
H wasn’t satisfactory to Cromwell or to the 
HCouncil of the Army. and so one day, 
Cromwell, who was himself a member, 
went down to the House and said this: 











“Pll put an end to your prating. You’re no 
Parliament. I say you are no Parliament. I will 
put an end to your sitting.” 

















He called to Thomas Harrison, one of his 
allies on the other side of the House, and said, 

“Call them in.” In came five or six files of musketeers from 
Cromwell’s own regiment under Lieutenant Colonel 
Worsley - about 20 or 30 soldiers. Cromwell pointed to the 
speaker: “Fetch him down.” So somebody grabbed the 
Speaker by his gown and fetched him down. Sir Henry Vain 
called out - “This is not honest, it’s against morality and 
common honesty.” Cromwell went to the table in front of 
the Speaker and he looked at the mace -the symbol of the 
Speaker’s authority - and he said. “What shall we do with 
the bauble? There, take it away.” 


ANGLICANS AND CATHOLICS NOT WANTED 


So, that was the end of Parliamentary government, for a 

time. in England. The 
British Isles were 
effectively ruled by the 
Army Council during the 
republican period. They 
had a couple of further 
experiments with puppet 
parliaments. The first time 
they managed to get a 
puppet parliament by 
dispensing with elections 
altogether and the army 
council picked the people 
they wanted. They decided 
on 140. I’m not sure how it 
got that magical number. 
But the Army Council 
particularly wanted people 
who were religiously 
sympathetic. That meant 
Independents. They didn’t 
want any Anglicans. 






















































Just wanted the Independents who approximated the 
Congregational Churches of this century. So out went the 
letters to all the independent Churches asking for names 
that might be suitable as members of Parliament -in they 
came and the Army Council picked 140 of them. 
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ARMY TAKES OVER RULE 








So much for the Republic. After the Restoration the lesson 
of using a standing army to overbear opposition was not 
forgotten. James II was the leading exponent. I have said 
that religion played a very large part in 
politics at that time. After defeating the 
Argyle and Monmouth rebellions 
James refused to disband his army. So 
we now had a standing army in time of 
peace. Because his religion was 
Roman Catholic he officered it 
increasingly with his co-religionists, 
and he used the army as an instrument 
of his regime. He camped 16,000 
soldiers just outside London. He 
disbanded the militia, the citizen forces 
throughout the country because they 
might prove an opposition to his 
standing army. One of the sources of| 
irritation and hostility in the country 
was that this militia, like the country, 
was largely Protestant and they could’ 
see that problems were likely to result,

An American authority referred to it 
this way. The fact that James II was a 
convert to Rome was to have grave consequences down to 
this very day. Flushed with victory over Monmouth and 
now at the height of power, James continued the 
emergency practice of commissioning Catholics as 
officers and installing them in key posts. There was also 
an infusion of Irish recruits, also Catholic, into the ranks. 
Holding that the Militia, who had augmented his regular 
forces against Monmouth, was useless, James II said that 
a strong standing army was necessary for the preservation 
of peace in the realm and the security of the government. 
Accordingly he strengthened the royal forces. They were 
soon to grow to 30,000 in number. In disenfranchising the 
militia he accomplished the disarmament of the Protestant 
populace and to add insult to injury, quartered his Catholic 
troops in the homes of what was becoming an increasingly 
rebellious people. 


BILL OF RIGHTS SAFEGUARDS LIBERTY 


Tn the ensuing great rebellion of 1688 James II fled to 
France. Parliament with the assent of the Protestants, 
William and Mary, and in protest against the grievances 
committed by their predecessor, passed a Bill of Rights. 
One of its provisions declared, “That the raising or keeping 
of a standing army within the Kingdom in time of peace 
unless it be with the consent of Parliament is against the 
law.” 


The next clause said:- 


“That the subjects which are Protestants may have arms for 
their defence suitable to their condition and as allowed by 


law. 























* King James decided that fleeing was the better part of valour. 





THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS 


The seventeenth century closes with a specific right by the 
population to bear arms injected into the British 
Constitution as one method of safeguarding against a 


standing army being used by the government or a Council 
of Officers as an instrument of their rule. 

I'd like to leave the United Kingdom position there. It is not 
within the scope of this address, brief as it is, to trace in detail 
the development of those mechanisms by which the existence 
of a permanent defence force, so vital to effective national 
defence against external threat, could be reconciled with 
preventing that army from being a tool of tyramny in the hands 
of their government of the day. I shall return to the British 
solution later. 


THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


I would like , however, to turn to the United States and 
the solutions adopted there, because the Englishmen who 
lived in America and who fought the war of American 
Independence were well aware of what had been going on 
in the home country. They were well aware of the need for 
an armed militia. They were well aware of the danger of 
having a standing army in time of peace. The solution of 
constitutional monarchy was not a realistic option at the 
time. They were committed to a republic and so they had 
to find an answer to this problem -a power to control an 
army and prevent it from being an instrument of tyranny. 


LIMITS TO A STANDING ARMY 


They started by first of all putting Constitutional limits on 
having a standing army in time of peace. Article 1, 
paragraph 12 reads that the Congress shall have the power 
to raise and support armies but no appropriation of money 
to that use shall be for a longer term than two years. It goes 
on in paragraph 15 that the Congress shall have power to 
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r see | Se = 
the treaty known as the Bill of Rights: 1688 


provide for calling forth the militia “to execute the laws of 
the Union, suppress insurrections and repel invasions.” So 
an armed militia, learning from the example of England, 
was going to be part of the Constitutional checks and 
balances. A few years later they thought that was not 
enough, and that the only security that a free nation could 
have, would be that itself was a nation under arms. So they 
injected into the Constitution , provisions which had the 
effect of safeguarding the Americans’ right to bear arms. 
Article 2 of the Madisonian amendments which have 
become known as the American Bill of Rights, says this. 
“A well regulated militia being necessary to the security of 
a free state, the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed.” And then going on to Article 3 was 
one of the big grievances against standing armies:- “No 
soldier shall in time of peace be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner nor in time of war but in 
the manner prescribed by law.” And they took it seriously. 


ELITES WELL ARMED 


The ordinary American at that time had more than a gun 
anda pistol. We know for example that George Washington 
himself, in his house, kept no fewer than sixty assorted 
shotguns, pistols, blunderbusses, muskets and other bits 
and pieces. Americans knew, American politicians knew, 
the American people knew that any attempt by the army to 
overbear the civilian population could be met with an 
effective resistance, whether in the form of militia or in the 
form of ordinary people who had their guns in their 
cupboards. Now that is not a solution that is available to us. 
May I now turn to a couple of contemporaneous problems, 
where, despite an attempt at checks and balances the system 
has broken down and an army tyranny has resulted. 


GAMBIA 


Thaye chosen only two -Gambia and Fiji. I have selected 
Gambia because at one time it was yery successful. It 
received independence within the British Commonwealth 
in 1965 and at the time of the army coup of 22 July, 1994, 
it was a model of what a democracy should be. There had 
been one attempted coup in 1981 which was very quickly 
put down and for 29 years the man who was at the head of 


William and Mary having the contract read to them which became 








the government, the President, Sir Dawda 
Kairaba, had done a very good job in 
encouraging human rights and doing all the 
liberal things that one hopes for in governments. 
Nonetheless, he was overthrown in an army 
coup. So the first thing about Gambia is that it 
was successful for a long long time. One of the 
fey other interesting things about Gambia is that one 

by of the reasons it might have been successful for 
quite a while was that in 1958 they had decided 
they weren’t going to have an army and it was 
not until early in the 1980s, round about the time 
of the first unsuccessful coup that they changed 
their mind. On the 22nd July, 1994, which was 
the date of the successful coup, the army stood 
at about battalion strength of 800 men. The 
usual things happened. A group of officers took 
over, arrested the President and manned the key 
installations -the airport and the radio station. 
They promised that they would have some 
elections but these were not to take place until December, 
1998. In the meantime arrests and deportations of perceived 
political opponents were continued and in November, 
1994, a counter-coup failed. 


FIL 


May I now mention Fiji and the events of 1987. I have 
with me today a copy of “Times on Sunday” of 17 May, 
1987. You will see on Page 10 a photograph of a soldier 
whose face is concealed by a balaclava. I must say, when I 
opened the paper that day in 1987 and saw the masked face, 
it shook me, because I’d always thought of Fiji, one of 
Australia’s closest friends and allies, as being a very very 
stable country. But Lieutenant Colonel Rambuka, number 
three in the army hierarchy, was not content apparently with 
an election in which the Labor party. largely composed of 
Indian middle-class professional people would take the 
reigns of power. For many years Fiji had been ruled by the 
Alliance party which was predominantly Fijian. Lt Col 
Rambuka, waited for a long time when number 1 and 
number 2 in the military hierarchy were both on a visit to 
Australia and seized the parliament. Pride’s Purge all over 
again. It is not difficult if you are organised and you have 
the will to do it. And his loyalty to the Crown was not 
sufficient to prevent him from leading a revolution. The 
objective was to change the constitution so as to entrench 
a Parliamentary majority for indigenous Fijians. This 
objective was achieved. 

WHAT HAPPENS WHEN THE ARMY ISN’T 
CONTROLLED 


Well, I'll say no more about examples. The examples can 
be multiplied. Some attempts. as in Spain and Thailand 
have failed . The important point to remember is army 
coups are not things that happen to other people in other 
parts of the world in other times long, long ago. Army coups 
are things that are happening and will happen wherever 
there is an army that is not being properly controlled and 
where the checks and balances of a Constitution are not 


sufficiently effective to prevent a coup. —

PARENTS MUST MAKE THE DECISION 


“Immunisation is one of the safest and most effective 
measures for the prevention of disease which can cause 
disability and sometimes death,” seems to be a popular 
claim from the medical world. However, people are 
starting to realise that immunisation is not as safe or 
effective as it is claimed to be. It is usually the parents of 
individual children who need to make the decision whether 
or not to immunise their child. This decision must not be 
made without being fully informed. 


CONVINCING FACTUAL QUOTES 


A majority of the material being supplied by doctors and 
schools to parents, in support of the immunisation required 
before school or kindergarten entry, uses claims of 
eradicating diseases like smallpox and polio with 
seemingly convincing factual quotes: “In the 1970s 
smallpox was eradicated by a rational, coordinated 
vaccination campaign, this remains one of the miracles of 
modern medicine” and “In Australia poliomyelitis has 
been effectively eliminated by a campaign that began in 
1956 and has been continued to the present.” These are two 
that are used in promotional material aimed at parents to 
encourage them to believe they are doing the right thing by 
their children and our society. Facts that might also be of 
interest and are omitted from these documents include, “the 








death rate from diphtheria declined decades before a 
vaccine was even discovered and diseases like bubonic 
plague and scarlet fever disappeared without any 
vaccination programs at all.” 


VACCINATION LEAD TO EPIDEMICS 

Immunisation against diphtheria was introduced on a 
mass scale in 1940 and according to Dr. V. Scheibner, it is 
well documented in medical literature that this mass 
vaccination was followed by unprecedented diphtheria 
epidemics - in fully vaccinated subjects. Immunisation 
against whooping cough and tetanus were also introduced 
in 1940, with diphtheria in the form of a triple-antigen 
called pertussis-diphtheria toxoid (DPT) and lead to 
outbreaks of the so-called poliomyelitis in Australia and 
other countries. In 1950, Dr. McCloskey discovered that 
there was “an association between administration of 
pertussis and/or DPT and provocation poliomyelitis within 
one to ninety days after the injections. The majority of the 
paralyses occurred in the inoculated limb.” As hypocritical 
as it may seem this outbreak of provocation poliomyelitis 
was the same one that is used as an example to parents on 
why they should immunise, especially against polio. 


VACCINE CAUSES POLIO 

DPT vaccine has also been linked to cot death in a study 
conducted by Dr. V. Scheibner and Leif Karlsson, a 
bimechanical engineer, using baby breathing monitors. 
They concluded that DPT vaccine caused stress-induced 
breathing and that children who had died from cot death 
most commonly died after DPT injection. This information 
is not concealed from anyone. It is not made readily 
available to parents. Dr. V. Scheibner points out that it is 
actually officially admitted in the USA that all cases of 
polio since the introduction of the vaccine were caused by 
the vaccine. 


LIFESTYLE AFFECTS DISEASE 

The infectious diseases that plagued us years ago and 
seem to have disappeared now, could simply be attributed 
to our growth as a nation and lifestyle changes. Improved 
sanitation, nutrition and less crowding could all be 
contributing factors effecting the demise of these diseases, 
rather than a series of drugs which claim to have eradicated 
these diseases alone and be beneficial to every individual, 
regardless of their race, background, hygiene practices, 
diet, environment, housing conditions and lifestyle. 


CAREFULLY CHECK MEDIA REPORTS 

It is possible to see why such an extraordinary statement 
about immunisation as a “cure all” is believed with 
authorisation like the National Health and Medical 
Research Council, stating that; “Diphtheria which still has 
a mortality rate of 10% has virtually disappeared from 
Australia and from countries with a high level of 
vaccination. However it has recurred in small outbreaks in 
non-immunised individuals even in these countries.” This 
suggest three things. Firstly, that the number of subjects 
contracting diphtheria is higher in countries without a high 
level of immunisation. Secondly, that immunisation 
programs are the reason for the demise of this disease in 
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Australia and other countries and thirdly, only 
non-immunised subjects appear to still contract diphtheria. 
I find this statement hard to justify, when according to 
statistics, “Hamburg in Germany, which has not had 
compulsory vaccination since 1962, has recorded rates of 
infectious diseases not exceeding rates in countries that 
claim more than 90% vaccination compliance.” This 
evidence appears to suggest that vaccination, even on a 
mass scale, seems to make no difference to the incidence 
of infectious diseases. 


CHILDREN REACT VIOLENTLY 


In addition to the apparent ineffectiveness of drugs such 
as (DPT) against diseases like diphtheria and whooping 
cough the evidence would suggest that vaccines actually 
cause disease and the other side-effects which have been 
linked to vaccines, DPT in particular, are alarming. DPT 
injections have been linked to convulsions, brain damage 
and death. During a study conducted by Byers and Moll 
(1948), all 15 originally normal children reacted violently 
within 72 hours of receiving pertussis vaccine. Two of the 
babies died, nine suffered irreparable damage, three had not 
been followed up for a sufficient time and only one had 
apparently recovered completely. 

BENEFITS OUTWEIGH DANGERS 


Surprisingly, according to Dr. V. Scheibner, American 
doctors continued to insist that the benefits of pertussis 
vaccine outweighed the dangers. The handbook that some 
schools and kindergartens supply as a guide to parents, put 
together by the NSW Health Department states, “That 
although babies are born with natural immunity, they loose 
it during their first year of life and this is why 
“immunisation programs which help young bodies build 
their own defences against disease should be started early 
and carried out faithfully.” This appears to contradict well 
documented information that when Japan raised the 
minimum vaccination age to two years in 1975, cot death 
and infantile convulsions virtually disappeared. After 
Japan allowed the vaccination age to drop to three months 
and older, cot death once again increased. It seems 
irresponsible to ignore facts like these that at least deserve 
investigation. There is a lot of emphasis on DPT vaccine 
but it is not the only vaccine with related problems. 
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HEPATITIS B INCREASES DESPITE 


VACCINATION 
According to the NHMRC Standard Childhood 
Vaccination Schedule children in Australia are to 


have thirteen injections of vaccine before the age of two 
with two more before school entry and in the USA this 
number is even higher. If medical professionals ascertain a 
child is in a “high risk” category they also recommend a 
series of hepatitis B injections. Freed, (1993), wrote that, 
“Despite immunisation programs targeting high risk 
groups, the incidence of hepatitis B has risen 37% over the 
last decade with 300,000 new infections and 5,000 related 
deaths now occurring annually in the United States.” This 
evidence tends to suggest that hepatitis B injections are 
doing more harm than good. Vaccines are not only 
ineffective in protecting children against certain diseases, 
they have also created new diseases like atypical measles, 
which is an especially viscous form of measles which only 
affects immunised children and has a considerable 
mortality rate.” 


VACCINES LINKED TO LEUKEMIA AND 
CANCER 


Inappropriate antigenic stimulation of the immune system 
coupled with evidence of SV40 virus in vaccines has been 
linked to high incidences of child leukemia and cancer. The 
$V40 virus is an animal virus which is found in smallpox 
and polio vaccines along with immune-deficiency Virus 
and bovine retrovirus. whose presence in these vaccines 
was the cause of AIDS. These vaccines are produced from 
monkey and calf kidneys and can therefore contain viruses 
these animals already had in their systems. When the World 
Health Organisation conducted an eradication campaign 
against smallpox and polio in Central A frica the batches of 
vaccines they used were highly contaminated with these 
viruses. According to research compiled by Dr. V. 
Scheibner one syringe was used on 40 to 60 people and 
contributed to the spread of AIDS to hundreds of thousands 
of innocent people and it is beyond coincidence that the 
present raging epidemic of AIDS is effecting mostly the 
states where the polio/smallpox eradication campaign was 
conducted. These viruses are just some of the 
contaminating viruses found in some of the vaccines. My 
concer is what they may not have yet discovered. The 
medical world appears to regard disease as a bad thing 
rather than “the way nature primes and challenges the 
immune systems of our children.” 


VIRUS GETS INTO THE BLOOD STREAM 


According to Herring’s Law, “when a disease passes from 
an acute to chronic form, the symptoms move from the 
surface of the body to the interior, from the lower part of 
the body to the upper and from the less vital organs to the 
more vital ones.” Homoeopathic treatment tries to reverse 
this and cause the symptoms to move from the vital to the 
less vital organs, from the upper part of the body to the 
lower part and from the interior to the skin. Vaccination 
actually introduces a virus directly into the blood stream 
and pushes the disease deeper into the body where it can 
attack more vital organs. “The results of suppressing

infectious disease in this way are cancer and other 
auto-immune and chronic diseases like asthma and 
eczema.” It is well documented in medical literature that 
people who develop cancer and other chronic degenerative 
diseases in later years have remarkably few infectious 
diseases of childhood to report. 


ALWAYS QUESTION MEDICAL ADVICE 


Medical techniques are needed today more than ever and 

no one should accept anything in “blind faith.” A child’s 
health is often the most important thing to a parent, so why 
let someone else control it? The effects of infections 
diseases can be severe. However the effects of injecting a 
foreign substance directly into a child’s blood stream can 
be a lot more serious and often life-threatening. When 
making any decision in life we should always consider all 
possible options. Immunising a child should be treated in 
the same way. A parent should never accept medical advice 
in any area concerning their child without question. 
Homoeopathic techniques are an alternative to modern 
medicine and have enjoyed a high level of success. They 
at least deserve consideration when making a decision 
about immunisation. Medicine today is strongly influenced 
by large drug companies and largely controlled by 
government demands and according to Dr. V. Scheibner 
there has often been a tendency on the part of the medical 
profession to turn a blind eye to unfortunate individual 
complications of procedures that have an undisputed 
sanction of social value. With this in mind we really need 
to challenge medical beliefs for our own benefit. It can 
often seem hard for people to challenge a strong force like 
medicine and its beliefs. If we do not, there will never be 
changes, or more importantly, evaluation and 
improvement in medical practice. The United States, 
which is one of the countries with the highest level of 
vaccination compliance, is today experiencing epidemic 
outbreaks of infectious disease in fully vaccinated children. 
“No amount of under reporting or denial can cover up the 
most obvious fact, namely, that vaccines do not work,”
